Continuing with the series The Pratt Chronicles or what I call a Cradle to Grave (C2G) profile 
on steroids, The Pratt Chronicles is a comprehensive detailed portrait into the lives of 
selected individuals from our family history collection. 

Using the Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profile as a guideline, we are able to enhance with details, 
pictures, maps and articles contained in the life of one of our ancestors. 

The ancestor honored in this book is my grandfather; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt. 

Sharing a Cherokee ancestry, developing skills that will help him and his family survive and 
contributing masonry monuments only a master craftsman could produce, has helped him to 
not only make a good living for his family but to endear himself to his community and 
establish long lasting friends and friendships. 

What follows on these pages is my humble tribute to Grandfather Columbus and as his life 
unfolds, showing us what a "can do" attitude can accomplish including his triumphs over 
adversity and hardship. 

I don't have any first hand stories or personal testimony about my Grandfather Columbus 
Pratt because he died before any of his 14 grandchildren were born. Being the oldest 
grandchild, he died the year before I was born. (1 947) However, I did ask questions about 
him from the people who knew him and gathered a great deal of information concerning his 
life of which I have shared in this biography. 

At the end of each major heading in Columbus Pratt's life you will see years, months and 
days. These figures are based on 1 December 1 893 being Columbus' actual birth date. 
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Embedded in this document for Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt are yearly world events 
that took place throughout his life. These events are comprised in nature as political, medical, 
birth, death, military, marriages, wars, inventions, movies, songs and other events that could 
have or would have had an effect on Columbus Pratt's life. 

All these worldly events have been calculated by the program, " Personal Historian " 
http://www.rootsmagic.com/personal-historian/ by Roots Magic. Therefore, these years, 
months and days reflect the age that Columbus was at the time of these events. 

Be mindful that Columbus Pratt's parents did not originally own a radio, which was the 
primary means of obtaining worldly events and information from the outside world. Raised in 
the hills south of Sullivan in Hamilton Hollow, Johnson Township, Washington County, 
Missouri, where there were no electric lines... word of mouth and newspapers were the only 
means of learning what was taking place outside his community. 

It wasn't until after Lum's marriage in 1 91 9 to the wealthy Judge James Millard Johnson's 
daughter; Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) that Columbus had daily access to a radio after he 
moved in with her father and James' new bride Mary Louvincy Emily (KING) Chappell at the 
old Johnson house at Walnut Street and Blue Springs Road in Bourbon. 

Consequently, many of these inventions, songs and wordly events went unnoticed by most of 
the citizens in poor rural America. 

If you google the name of the song, movie or topic, you can read additional information and 
on www.youtube.com you can actually hear the old songs as they sounded when they were 
popular. 

If you notice, the locations of birth, death and other indicators in the life of Columbus Pratt 
are depicted and written as an example; Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri. Since so much of our subject's life was in an around Bourbon, Missouri, I shall use 
Bourbon as my example. 

[1 ] Bourbon being the town and if they were born or living near a town then rural Bourbon 
would have been listed. 

[2] Boone Township is the political region where a county has been divided and those 
divisions are named. Sometimes there could be as many as 10-14 Townships within a 
county. These townships are helpful when describing a location that did not include a town. 

An example would be if a person were born in the rural township but not near any identifying 
town or city. Knowing the township location within the county gives the reader an 
approximate locale where the subject was located. 
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[3] Each state is divided into counties; sometimes these counties range from 100 to 200 
various divisions. Knowing the county within a state helps the reader to define the location of 
the subject. 

[4] Presently there are 50 states comprising the United States. The reason we spell the 
United States instead of abbreviating with USA or some other description is that a South 
African country has now adopted USA as their identity.

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If you notice, the townships in Crawford County are pretty much split down the middle. 

On the Left side bordered with black bold lines are the townships of Oak Hill, Know View, 
Benton, Meramec and Union. On the right are the townships of Boone, Liberty, Courtois and 
Osage. 

Major locations to help you familiarize yourself with Crawford County are as follows; 

Bourbon is located in Boone Township in the upper right of Crawford County, 

Vilander is located in Liberty Township, 

Steelville is located in Meramec Township, 

Cuba is located in Benton Township, 

Cherryville is located in Osage Township, 

Patsy is located east of Steelville in Courtois Township 

Leasburg in located in Liberty Township. 

These locations play a major role in the life of Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt. Knowing 
the area and location of towns, cities and rural areas where Columbus was born, lived, 
married and died gives the reader a "feel" for the area and the people. 

However, no amount of reading can replace or substitute the actual road trip to these 
locations. Taking in the sights and walking on the ground your ancestor walked is an 
unbelievable spiritual experience. 

Tracing the footsteps of your ancestor from cradle to grave is a life altering experience you 
will never forget. Your life will be enhanced with a renewed respect for your ancestors and 
your heart will be filled with overflowing love and appreciation.

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Chapter 1 



Lum's Ancestry 



Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt known to his family and friends as "Lum" was born in 
Hamilton Hollow, Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri on 1 December 1893. 
Oldest son of 7 siblings of Henry Winslow & Laura Mary Magdalene (MISSE) Pratt. 

Lum's father; Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt was born near Osage Post Office, Johnson 
Township, Washington County, Missouri, United States on 6 September 1869. Winslow 
being the 6 th child and 3 rd son of Alexander R. and Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt. 

Winslow's father, Seven-year-old, Alexander surviving the infamous "Trail of Tears" death- 
march from Monroe County, Tennessee to Crawford County, Missouri in 1 838-1 839 with his 
parents; Henry and Nancy (CARTER) Pratt. 

Due to the Pratt's Cherokee heritage, they were made to endure this terrible ordeal by armed 
escort and when their group entered Crawford County, Missouri, the Pratt's jumped the "trail" 
taking refuge in the hills of Crawford and Washington Counties. 

Eventually settling in what is now called Hamilton Hollow named after the Hamilton Iron 
Works in the 1 870's, Henry and Nancy built a log cabin on a hill over the Pratt Cave and near 
the Pratt Spring named by the Missouri U.S. Army Corps of Engineers.

Henry and Nancy's son, Alexander R. and Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt lived in that log cabin 
and raised their family, including Henry Winslow Pratt who later married Laura Mary 
Magdalene (MISSE). 

Lum's mother; Laura, daughter of Frangois Columbier Columbus "Lum" and Cynthia N. 
(TALBOT) Misse or Missey married Henry Winslow Pratt at Vilander, Liberty Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri on 29 January 1 893. 

After marriage, Henry Winslow and Laura Pratt moved to Hamilton Hollow, Johnson 
Township, Washington County, Missouri where most of their children including our subject, 
Columbus "Lum" Benjamin Alexander Pratt was born.

The red blocks depict Alexander R. Pratt's property the blue blocks are Abraham Absalom 
and Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton's property. The red + is Absalom and Cynthia's home. Henry 
Winslow Pratt was born in the red blocks area as was his son; Columbus Benjamin 
Alexander Pratt. 

I have an earlier map showing the name of Hamilton Creek to have been Blanton Creek 
named after Abraham Absalom Blanton whom married Cynthia (PRATT) sister to Henry Pratt 

the Cherokee. 

Absalom was a wealthy landowner and owned several ore mines employing many in the tri- 
county area of Washington, Franklin and Crawford Counties. His mansion located as 
depicted above was sold to the Ross Crow family and became known as the Crow Mansion 
to local inhabitants of the 1900's. 

This multi-story mansion was famous for its imported spiral staircase. The mansion has been 
destroyed but there maybe pictures of it in some of the old newspapers. 
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Chapter 2 



LUM'S BlRTHBLOCK 



A Birthblock is a collection of sources that have declared in writing the approximate birth date 
of our subject; namely Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt. These sources can be a birth 
certificate, a death certificate, census records, legal documents, deed, military records or 
funeral records stating the approximate birth date of the individual.

Date from 1 900 census states he was born December 1 893 in Missouri. 
Date from 1 91 0 census states he was born 1 894 in Missouri. 

Date from 1917 WWI draft registration states he was born 1 November 1 893 in Missouri. 

Date from 1 920 census states he was born 1 894 in Missouri. 

Date from 1 930 census states he was born 1 894 in Missouri. 

Date from 1 940 census states he was born 1 894 in Missouri. 

Date from the death certificate states he was born 1 November 1 893 in Missouri. 

Date from the headstone states he was born 1 November 1 893. 

Date from the headstone application states he was born 1 November 1 893. 

Date from the funeral home death notice states he was born 26 November 1 893 [calculated] 

Date from the obituary states he was born 



As you can see there are 1 0 different sources verifying Lum's date of birth. Only one is 
correct. In the 1900 census, his mother says he was born in December 1893. Since 3 
sources state he was born on the first of the month then I would be inclined to believe his 
mother in the 1 900 census and state his birth date was December 1 , 1 893. 

However, this is a prime example of ancestors celebrating their birthday on the wrong day, 
month or year. It happens so often it's not even humorous. 

Due to the lack of availability of these records to the participants and the reluctance of the 
government to release records, any one of us is at the mercy of the recorded document or 
heresy about our birth. 

Not only was Lum's month wrong, but also his future spouse; Rue's birth month was also 
wrong. At this point in our research, it doesn't really matter because what is important is 
using the birthblock to verify and identify the individual's birth date through multiple sources 
and selecting the date that best fits your evidence. 
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My father, Floyd Theodore Pratt told me his Dad's full name was Columbus Benjamin 
Alexander Pratt. Nickname "Lum". 

Columbus "Lum" Benjamin Alexander Pratt's name is a collection of names from various 
ancestors. When "Win" and Laura were naming their children, they likely used familiar 
ancestor's names. 

Since Grandpa Lum died before I was born, I don't have the luxury of asking him how he was 
named; I guess he was named for the following reasons. Columbus after Laura's father; 
Francois Columbier Misse or better known as Columbus Frank Missey. This is where the 
"Lum" comes from. 

Benjamin I am at a mystery as to whom this name belongs to. There were no Benjamin's on 
the Pratt family side and on the Missey side there was Laura's brother; John Benjamin 
Missey. Maybe that's where they picked up the name Benjamin. 

Alexander is from "Win's" father's name; Alexander R. Pratt. So, I am guessing but this 
seems to be a logical explanation. 

Birth Location of Columbus "Lum" Benjamin Alexander Pratt 

Concerning his place of birth, my grandmother, Rue (JOHNSON) Pratt told me Lum, her 
husband, was born in Catawissa, Calvey Township, Franklin County, Missouri. However, this 
is contrary to the location of his parent's residence, which was at Hamilton Hollow, Johnson 
Twp, Washington County, Missouri. 

Since the 1 890 census was destroyed by fire, we do not have the location of his parent's 
exact residence in 1 890. The 1 880 census states his father; Henry Winslow Pratt was living 
in Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri and also the 1900 census states his 
father lived in the same place since both censuses are in Johnson Township, Washington 
County, Missouri then I would conclude that he was born near Hamilton Hollow in Johnson 
Township, Washington, Missouri not Catawissa, Calvey Twp, Franklin County, Missouri. 

Also, on his brother's, Jesse Lee Pratt's death certificate, it states that Jess was born near 
Sullivan, Missouri. Since Sullivan is the closest town to Hamilton Hollow then this also 
supports my assumption that Columbus was born in Hamilton Hollow. 

Without stronger evidence supporting the Catawissa birthplace, I believe that Columbus 
Benjamin Alexander Pratt was born at the old Henry Pratt log cabin in Hamilton Hollow, 
Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri. Therefore, until new proof can be found to 
support the Catawissa birthplace, henceforth based on the above evidence I stand by my 
conclusions.

1 894 Worldly Events of 1 894 



The Manchester Ship Canal was opened to sea-going vessels on Monday, 1 January 1894. 



In order to get a feel for the political atmosphere around the time of Columbus's birth, we 
must examine the history and culture of the United States when he was born. 

There were mainly 3 powerful men that pretty much ran the country at that time... J. P. 
Morgan controlled finance, John D, Rockefeller controlled Standard Oil, and Andrew 
Carnegie controlled U.S. Steel. These men held the distinction of joint membership is an 
infamous club known as the "robber barons". 



Robber barons is a derogatory term applied to wealthy and powerful 19th-century American 
businessmen. By the late 1800s, the term was typically applied to businessmen who used 
what were considered to be exploitative practices to amass their wealth. These practices 
included exerting control over national resources, accruing high levels of government 
influence, paying extremely low wages, squashing competition by acquiring competitors in 
order to create monopolies and eventually raise prices, and schemes to sell stock at inflated 
prices to unsuspecting investors in a manner, wh ich would eventually destroy the company 
for which the stock was issued and impoverish investors. The term combines the sense of 
criminal ("robber") and illegitimate aristocracy (a baron is an illegitimate role in a republic). 
For a full list of these so-called robber barons see the above website. 

These men amassed such amounts of wealth as to tower the wealthiest men today. This 
wealth was obtained through intimidation, bribery, theft and all manner of iniquity. They paid 
such low wages and destroyed good sound financial companies in order to align their 
pockets and the pockets of their friends to the detriment and welfare of the American 
workers. One of their techniques was to fire employees and force the remaining employees 
to do their work adding additional duties and reducing their pay. . .sound familiar? 

When it came to elections, they chose men who were sympathetic to their causes and forced 
their candidates on the American people... just the way politics is done today. 

They feared Theodore Roosevelt since they could not buy him as they had with other 
politicians including William McKinley Jr. 
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Through their influence they were able to get McKinley elected as President and McKinley 
kept unfavorable legislation to the financial well being of these robber barons from being 
passed. 

When McKinley ran for his second term in 1 901 , these robber barons devised a scheme to 
get Roosevelt elected as his vice president and under McKinley. The plan was to prevent any 
attempt by Mr. Roosevelt to seek reform in the American business community. 

As vice president, they knew Roosevelt's reforms or any attempt to pass detrimental 
legislation to their financial interests would and could not be implemented by Roosevelt in a 
vice presidential capacity. 

McKinley was reelected and it appeared nothing would change for the better for the 
American worker. However, something happened that they had not foreseen... the 
assassination of William McKinley on 1 4 September 1 901 . This propelled Theodore 
Roosevelt into the presidency and he immediately set out to break up the monopolies in 
American industry. 

Under Theodore Roosevelt's leadership, the United States government began to break up 
the monopolies these robber barons had built and others like them allowing jobs, innovations 
and fair wages to flow to the American worker. 

Unions were formed to protect the American worker against unfair business practices, 
including fair wages; unjustified terminations, proper working conditions, age requirements, 
medical benefits, and set fixed working hours. 

Each industry fought unions infiltrating their businesses even to the point that loss of life was 
invoked on both sides. 

Even Henry Ford, when he began production of his automobiles in 1896 found that a 
monopoly existed concerning the patent on automobiles. 

It wasn't until Henry Ford won a favorable decision against The Association of Licensed 
Automobile Manufacturers (ALAM) and won the right to manufacture his own automobiles 
without paying a royalty to ALAM that these monopolies began to lose their grip on the throat 
of American business.

The Association of Licensed Automobile Manufacturers (ALAM), originally the 
Manufacturer's Mutual Association (MMA), was an organization originally formed to 
challenge the litigation of the fledgling automobile industry by George B. Selden and the 
Electric Vehicle Company. Ultimately, the organization took advantage of its power and 
became Selden's greatest ally. 
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In exchange for favorable royalty rates, the group gained the power to litigate and exclude 
other manufacturers from licensing, making them the most powerful group in the early 
automotive industry. 

Ford was so inovated in his business dealings, to offset the hugh turnover in workers in his 
plants, in 1 91 3 he began paying a fair wage of $5 a day for an 8 hour day and implemented 
the 40 hour work week to the detriment of his fellow industialists. 

All of this change in American business laid the ground work for the most powerfull economic 
growth in American history. Opportunities for employment and financial success were now 
within the grasp of the average American worker. 

America from the 1 91 0's to the 1 930's economic growth enhanced the American worker with 
prosperity that had never been available before. 

Those who engaged in business such as the Pratts, Johnsons, Bartons, and allied families in 
and around Bourbon prospered and America continued to dominate worldwide financial 
markets. Other than the wars, times were good and the Pratts, Johnsons and Bartons 
prospered. 



Lum's future wife; Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) was born in the Johnson House at Walnut Street 
and Blue Springs Road, Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri on Monday, 
1 9 March 1 894. 

Since Rue's parents stated in the 1 900 census she was born in March 1 894, 1 would be 
inclined to believe that her birth month was March and not January. She used 1 9 January 
1 894 all her life. When the mix up happened I do not know. 

However, I suspect the confusion was a direct result because Rue's mother; Mary Jane 
Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) Johnson's birth day was the 1 8 th of January 1 861 . Somehow, 
someplace and sometime Rue started using her mother's birth date in January instead of 
March. 

Investigating the local newspapers in and around Bourbon and the local church records, 
within that time frame of March 1 894 might produce articles on the family and state Rue's 
correct birth.

Marie "Mary" Frangoise (PIQUETTE) married Jean "John" Baptiste Misse in Saint Joachim's 
Catholic Church, Old Mines, Breton Township, Washington County, Missouri on 2 March 
1840. 

Jean "John" and Marie "Mary" were the parents of Frangois Columbier "Lum" Misse and 
great-grandparents of Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt.

Lum's age 6 years, 6 months, 14 days 
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This census shows Lum's birth month and year as December 1893. 
Misspelled names are attributed to poorly educated census takers. Most census takers could 
barely read and write and some phonetically spelled the names as they heard them. 
Looking at their neighbors in the census gave you an idea as to where they were living and 
whom they called friends and family in the community.

From Hamilton Hollow, Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri to Bourbon, Boone Twp, 
Crawford, Missouri. 

Lum Pratt's parents; Winslow and Laura moved to be near her father Columbus Missey in 
Bourbon after the death of Laura's mother; Cynthia N. (TALBOT) Misse in 1 896. 

Bourbon, Missouri plays an important role in the lives of my ancestors and I feel it would be 
apropos to tell something about the town's origins. 



Bourbon, Missouri had its beginnings in the early 1800's. Bourbon is believed to be the only 
town in the United States named for Bourbon whiskey. The beginnings of the city coincide 
with the construction of the railroad (first called the Pacific and later the Frisco). 

The southern branch of the railroad was completed to Rolla in 1860. The construction of the 
railroad brought settlers to the area, encouraged by the availability of inexpensive land from 
the railroad, which was granted every other section along the right of way. Settlers also came 
into the country to homestead land and to settle on land granted to veterans of the War of 



A road from St. Louis to Springfield was already in use, roughly following the divide between 
the Missouri River and the Meramec. The new railroad closely followed the route of the Old 
Springfield or "Wire" Road. 

At that time there were several farmers living in the Bourbon area. A town was proposed one 
and one-half miles east of the present town. Streets were laid out and lots marked off, at 
least on paper, and the village was to be named St. Cloud. Richard Turner set up a general 
store on his property just west of the proposed village to serve the needs of both settlers and 
railroad workers who moved along with the building of the line. Camps were set up along the 
right of way and the workers stayed in some places several months, as was the case here 
where a 50 ft. fill was constructed at Boone Creek. Most of the workers were Irish Immigrants 
who built the railroad with picks and shovels and their own strong backs. 

The Irishmen (and some of the settlers, too) were used to drinking whiskey, so Turner soon 
imported barrels of the new brand, Bourbon, which was becoming popular all over the New 
West. A large barrel labeled "Bourbon" sat on the porch of his store.

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The barrel of whiskey was hauled to the construction project, and the Irishmen could go to 
"Bourbon" whenever they wanted a drink. Turner's store came to be called the "Bourbon" 
store, and the railroad workers soon called the entire area Bourbon. 

When a post office was established in September 1853, the name was given as "Bourbon in 
the village of St. Cloud ". 

The town was never located at the proposed village, but was built further west where the 
steam engines could stop and start where there was no grade. The town of Bourbon sprang 
up along the railroad tracks and the Old Springfield Road, where it is located today. 

Bourbon has never aspired to be a big city, with a cold, business-like attitude. Instead, 
Bourbon's businessmen and civic leaders strive to keep the friendly, neighborly manner that 
has long been an Ozark tradition. Bourbon people are just plain folks, who like to make 
friends and make you feel at home. [End]

I remember how my Christian-minded Grandmother; Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) Pratt who had 
attended the churches in Bourbon since she was a little girl, felt it was disgraceful that the 
town she was born and grew up in was named after a decadent sinful alcoholic drink. 
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She set the bar high for her family and friends including this grandson concerning good 
strong moral character, which sadly we always did not emulate. 

I remember one time when my parents had gone out for the evening, Grandmother Rue was 
babysitting us three boys at our home in Bridgeton, Missouri in the early 1960's. 

She found in dad's kitchen pantry, bottles and bottles of alcohol and knowing this was not 
proper and unhealthy for her son and his family poured all the contents of those very 
expensive bottles down the kitchen drain. 

I remember watching her pour them down the drain and as I recall there were 6-8 bottles of 
all kinds and types of alcohol. 

I don't remember how the conversation went when my dad and mom got home from their 
evening's entertainment, but Dad said he didn't say anything about the incident because he 
knew his mother; Rue was right and he didn't want to tangle with her. But, when she left for 
her home in Bourbon, I also, imagine those bottles were replaced... too bad lessons weren't 
learned. 

I don't want to give the impression that my parents drank a great deal of alcohol, which they 
didn't, but my father was a professional businessman and entertained guests in his home 
and had a variety of alcohol for his guests. Dad's choice of drink was beer, which he only 
drank when he played cards with my uncles on rare occasions.

Lum's brother; Henry Arthur "Art" Pratt was born in Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, 
United States on Friday, 3 January 1902. 

1 902 Grandfather's marriage of widower Francis Columbus "Lum" 
mlsse and widow mary l.av1na (caufield) brown downing 
lum's age 8 years, 3 months, 4 days 

Lum's grandfather; widower Frangois Columbier Misse as he was named in his baptismal 
records, and widow Mary Lavina (CAUFIELD) Brown Downing (step-grandmother) were 
married at Vilander, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri on Wednesday, 5 March 
1902. 

This was Columbus "Lum" Missey's second marriage after first wife; Cynthia N. (TALBOT) 
Missey had died in 1896. 

Mary Lavina (CAUFIELD) daughter of John Caufield first married John Brown and then 
James Paris Downing in 1882. Widowed in 1892 raising two sons; Austin James Downing 
and Dwight Paris Downing. 

Columbus Missey aged 57 and Mary Lavina (CAUFIELD) Brown Downing age 36 had one 
child, a daughter; Mary Frances (MISSEY) born 4 February 1 902 and died 4 March 1 903 at 
Vilander, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri. Mary Frances (MISSEY) is 
Columbus Pratt's step-aunt, stepsister to his mother.

"Meet Me in St. Louis, Louis", better known as just Meet Me in St. Louis, was a popular song 
from 1904 which celebrated the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, i.e., the St. Louis World's 
Fair. The song was published in 1904 in New York by Mills's firm operating under the name 
F. A. Mills. Many artists such as William F. Denny and Billy Murray recorded it. The song and 
the fair were focal points of the Judy Garland, Meet Me in St. Louis. 
Garland recorded the song in 1 944. "Louis" in the song is pronounced "LOO-ee", akin to the 
French. The song is one of the few instances of pronouncing the city's name that way. 
It is normally pronounced "LOO-is". The song, which is generally styled in the form of a 
limerick, has many and varied verses, few of which are remembered today — unlike the 
chorus. In the original sheet music, the chorus is the same for the first two verses but varies 
in verses three through six, which are essentially jokes with the punch line in the chorus. 
Song: " Frankie And Johnny " by Hughie Cannon It has been suggested that the song was 
inspired, or its details influenced, by one or more actual murders. One of these took place in 
St. Louis, Missouri, on October 15, 1899, when Frankie Baker, a 22-year-old dancer, stabbed 
(or shot) her 1 7-year-old lover Allen "Al" Britt, who was having a relationship with a woman 
named Alice Pryor. Britt died of his wounds two days later. On trial, Baker claimed that Britt 
had attacked her with a knife and that she acted in self-defense; she was acquitted and died 
in a Portland, Oregon mental institution in 1 952. 
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The song has also been linked to Frances Silver, convicted in 1832 of murdering her 
husband Charles Silver in Burke County, North Carolina. Unlike Frankie Baker, Silver was 
executed.

Formally known as The Louisiana Purchase Exposition. In 1904, St. Louis hosted a World's 
Fair to celebrate the centennial of the 1803 Louisiana Purchase. It was delayed from a 
planned opening in 1903 to 1904, to allow for full-scale participation by more states and 
foreign countries. 

The Fair opened April 30, 1904, and closed December 1, 1904. Of notable interest is that St. 
Louis had held an annual St. Louis Exposition since the 1880s as agricultural, trade, and 
scientific exhibitions, but this event was not held in 1904, due to the World's Fair. 

Columbus Pratt's future wife; Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) at the age of 1 0 years of age, 
attended the 1 904 World's Fair. 

Rue's father; Judge James Millard Johnson Sr. bought all the children brand new pairs of 
shoes and they rode by train from Bourbon to St. Louis to attend the fair. 

It is unknown if any of the Pratt's attended the fair but I would imagine some of them did 
since this was a once in a lifetime opportunity. 



Lum's sister; Ruth Jane (PRATT) was born in Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford County, 
Missouri, United States on Monday, 8 August 1904. 



The Henry Winslow Pratt family moved from Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri to Vilander, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri. Vilander is a beautiful 
serene area and one of my favorite places to visit when I go to that area. 

Unknown as to what caused them to leave Bourbon and move over by Vilander but I suspect 
Laura's family had something to do with it.

Sometime during the 1 980's, Ethel Isgriggs told me a story about Henry Winslow Pratt and 
his son; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt having an argument over who was going to cut 
the firewood. 

As of this date, I have not been able to identify this Ethel Isgriggs, I know Isgriggs was her 
married name and she lived in Bourbon. Also, she was a good friend of my Great Aunt Eula 
Viola (RICHARDSON) Pratt, who also collaborated this story. 

The story goes that "Winslow" told his son "Lum" to cut some firewood. Lum refused and Win 
told him he would have whip him if he didn't obey. Lum still refused and Win and Lum started 
to fistfight and brawl on the ground until Winslow was victorious and Lum succumbed and cut 
the firewood. 

If this story is true, which I have no reason to doubt these ladies, this would have had to take 
place before Winslow's death in 1914. Lum would have been around 14 to 20 years old 
(1 907-1 91 4) and Winslow would have been in his 40's! 

Columbus was way to old for fighting with his father and Winslow was way to old for trying to 
prove he was still the top dog in his house. 

Ethel also said the Pratt's were hard cases and rough people. Not only were they financially 
poor and lacking higher educations, but this hard case characteristic in their personality was 
a carryover from their Cherokee heritage. 
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Harboring a "Trail of Tears" survival mentality where life was rough and survival was the 
order of the day, hard times required hard men and the Pratt's and their counterparts; the 
Blanton's took second seat to no one. 

My father often told me that you did not want to challenge or cross Lum Pratt because he 
was a tough character and a no nonsense type of guy. Whatever he said, you did with no 
backtalk or discussion. . .that is if you didn't want to pick your teeth up off the ground. 

This type of rough love behavior had its positive influences and negative influences. The 
positive effect was that the Pratts were taught to stand on their own two feet and take charge 
and be responsible and accountable for their actions. This led to independence and strength 
with a get-it-done attitude. The negative result was a lack of or the ability to offer 
unconditional love or to express their affections to family and friends. 

Dad says the only time his father (Lum) embraced him and gave him a hug was when Dad 
came back from WWII in 1947... my father was 20 years old at that time. 

I am convinced without the saving graces of our dear wives teaching us to even the scales of 
justice... with love, we Pratts would not have the potential to be the loving husbands and 
fathers that we strive to be today. 

Hopefully, when dealing with friends and especially family, none of us in this period of 
education and enlightenment will carry over the negative caveman characteristics exhibited 
by our forefathers.

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Sousa changed the key, harmony, and rhythm and renamed it "U.S. Field Artillery." The 
recording sold 750,000 copies. Sousa didn't know who had written the song and had been 
told that it dated back to the Civil War. Although an Army magazine claims that Sousa 
passed on his royalties to Gruber, other sources state that Gruber became involved in a 
prolonged legal battle to recover the rights to music he had written and that had been lifted 
(unknowingly or not) by Sousa and widely sold by sheet music publishers who reaped profits 
while Gruber received nothing. The music became so popular that it was also used in radio 
ads by firms such as the Hoover Vacuum Company. Gruber lost his battle in the courts. They 
ruled that he had waited too long to complain and that his music was by that time in the 
public domain. "The Caisson Song" was never designated as the official U.S. Army song 
likely because the lyrics were too closely identified with the field artillery and not the entire 
army. The official song retains Gruber's music, but with re-written lyrics. 
Song: " School Days " by Will Cobb and Gus Edwards 



Lum's sister; Mary Senter or Center (PRATT) was born near Vilander, Liberty Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri on Wednesday, 1 2 June 1 907. 



It appears the Henry Winslow Pratt family left the Vilander, Liberty Township, Crawford 
County, Missouri area sometime after the birth of daughter; Mary and moved near Bourbon, 
in Boone Township in Crawford County before the 2 May 1 91 0 census date. Laura's father; 
Columbus Missey remained near Vilander until 191 1 when he moved to Crows Creek.

His brothers Frank and 
Bert, vaudeville performers, polished the song, added a chorus, and began to perform it in 
their act. When the ballad was published in 1 902 the words were credited to T. Lawrence 
Seibert, and Eddie Newton was credited with the music.

The building on the right was a small general store run by Fred 
Harras. Next to it was the Red Onion Restaurant which caught fire 
from the burning mill in 1924. Further down the street is the horse bam 
owned by Johnny Watkins who owned some clay pits on the 
Bourbeuse. The bam and the house next to it were later owned by Jake 
Emi. The bam was finally the MFA building until it burned down in 
1963.

This is their first marriage and they have been married for 1 8 years. 

Henry says he owned his home and was a farmer. 

Henry could not read or write neither could Alexander. 

Laura says she has had 7 children born and 7 are living. 

Alexander is a widower. All children are single. 

Living a few doors down from John & Susan (WEST) Studdard family. 

Even though Henry Winslow Pratt says he owned the home in the 1 91 0 census, I could not 
find the deed recorded in Crawford County deeds. I checked 1 881 to 1 91 7 deed records and 
could not find an entry where Henry Winslow Pratt was grantor or grantee. 

Since they were living in Boone Township, then they must have been living near Bourbon. 

The home that my aunts and uncles remember between Crows Creek and Brazil Creek (see 
map) belonged to Columbus Francois Missey, Laura's father. 

Columbus Missey had entered a deed for 1 20 acres on 20 April 1 889. but he had moved 
near Vilander and didn't' move to Crows Creek until 1911. 

Either Columbus Missey sold the property to Henry Winslow Pratt and they never filed the 
deed or the land was given to his daughter and son-in-law as a gift. 

The deed records need to be searched from 1 91 7 to Laura's death (1 936) to find out when C. 
F. Missey sold that land or how it was disposed.

1902. 

This is the property that Henry Winslow Pratt and family were living on when they moved in 
with Laura's father according to the Sullivan Sentinel Newspaper, 27 October 1911.

Since making railroad ties was one of the skills that Henry Winslow Pratt earned a living at, 
an art and skill he taught his sons, including Columbus, then the above picture shows the 
method in which these ties got to market in 1 911 . 

1910-191 1 Family Move 

According to the Sullivan Sentinel Newspaper, 24 February 1911 Henry Winslow Pratt family 
had moved to the Boyd Farm on the Meramec River, then by the 27 th of October they moved 
in with her father Columbus Missey on Crows Creek. 

Apparently with "Win" and Laura's family of 7 children and Columbus Missey and his wife 
Mary were too many people to share that small cabin on Crows Creek. On 3 November 
1911, Columbus and Mary Missey moved to Bourbon and gave the cabin on Crows Creek to 
"Win" and Laura.

During the 1980's, I drove from my home in Saint Peters, Missouri to Columbia, Missouri and 
researched the State Historical Society of Missouri at 1020 Lowry Street, Columbia, Missouri. 
All of the old newspapers from all the counties of the state had been sent to the Historical 
Society to be cataloged and microfilmed. 

If you wanted to research a newspaper from Sullivan, Missouri you had to go to Columbia 
and read the microfilm dated between the years for the information you were looking for. I sat 
for hours at those microfilmed machines and read from the earliest publication dates of those 
newspapers looking for information concerning my ancestors. 

In these daily newspapers, were sections dedicated to "newsy" articles about the inhabitants 
of the local region. In the above three examples listed above, the first article was listed in the 
"Local News" section, the second was listed in the "Vilander" section the third was listed in 
the "Seminary" section. 

Back in the day... when visitors would visit a relative, they printed this in the newspaper, 
when someone got sick, it was printed, when someone moved, when someone got married, 
when someone died, in fact, any "newsy" piece of information that would be of interest to the 
community, was printed in various sections. 

These newspapers give you, the reader, a snapshot enhancing the lives of your ancestors. 

I cannot stress the importance of digging into this valuable asset for tidbits of family history 
research and if I had not taken the time, we would not have the information listed above 
about the movements and resident locations of the Columbus Missey family, Henry Winslow 
Pratt family, including my grandfather; 17-year-old... Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt. 

Overlooking this research asset is a serious omission of a responsible family history 
researcher.

Lum's age 19 years 



Lum's grandfather; Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt died near Cherryville, Osage Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri in 1912. 

Eight-year-old Alexander R. Pratt survived the "Trail of Tears" in 1 839 and settled with his 
family first in the Richwoods Township of Washington County, Missouri before moving with 
his family into the safety of what is now called Hamilton Hollow in the Johnson Township of 
Washington County. 

Born in Venore Township of Monroe County, Tennessee in March of 1 831 , a son of Henry 
and Nancy (CARTER) Pratt, married 1 st Mary (KIMBERLIN) daughter of Rhinehart "Rinard" 
E. and Frances Jane (PETERS) Kimberlin from Botetourt County, Virginia. 

Rinard and Frances settled near what is misnamed Anthonies Mill in 1825, with Frances' 
father; John Jacob Peters Jr. they established a community in the area. 

Alexander having Vz Cherokee ancestry, by law, was not allowed to own property, however, 
after his marriage to Rinard's daughter Mary in 1 856, Rinard helped Alexander and his 
brother James secure property and establish roots. 

Alexander and Mary raised a large family, 8 known children, moving from Washington 
County to Vilander to Sullivan and back over the years. Alexander bought and sold property 
and prospered. They even lived in his father's log cabin in Hamilton Hollow were Mary died 
after the birth of their daughter; Minnie (PRATT) in 1 876. 
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In 1885, 54-year-old Alexander married 20-year-old, Catherine "Katie" Adeline (DUGAN) 
daughter of Jeremiah "Jerry" and Louisa A. (PILANT) Dugan from Franklin County, Missouri. 

They had two children; Carac Francis Pratt whom married Olivia "Leva" Jane (JARVIS) and 
Cleveland Pratt whom died young. After the birth of son; Cleveland, Kate died in 1 892. 

After the death of Kate, widower, Alexander R. Pratt began to sell his property holdings 
including his father's log cabin and with sons; Rinard, Carac and Cleveland moved near 
Bourbon by the 1 900 census date. 

After the boys moved out, Alexander moved in with his son; Henry Winslow Pratt family living 
near Bourbon by the 1 91 0 census date. 

In 1912 unknown if it was January to March or September to December, Alexander decided 
to visit his daughter; Thomas Livey and Polina (PRATT) Callahan whom lived outside of 
Cherryville over in Osage Township, Crawford County, Missouri. 

While playing with his 5-year-old grandson; Freddie Callahan, Alexander suffered a fatal 
heart attack. 

Cherryville sits down in a steep valley with 70 Q steep angled roads. Fred Callahan told me, it 
had rained and snowed the previous night and the roads were covered with ice and they 
could not get the wagon up the hills to take his body back to Sullivan for burial. They buried 
him in the Freeman Cemetery, outside of Cherryville, Missouri. 

I imagine that Alex's wives; Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt and Catherine "Kate" Adeline (DUGAN) 
Pratt were both buried in the Blanton or Hamilton Cemetery in Hamilton Hollow south of 
Sullivan. This is probably where they were going to bury Alexander... next to his wives. 

Before his son Carac died in 1975, he bought a metal marker and placed it on his father's 
gravesite.

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It is unknown if the Henry Winslow Pratt family attended Alexander Pratt's funeral. If the 
roads were impassable, they may not have been able to make the trip from Bourbon. From 
Bourbon to Cherryville was a long way. Also, I wonder how they would have received the 
news of his passing? 

Most communication was done by letter or by telephone... if you had one. I checked the 
Sullivan newspapers at the time (1 91 2) but there was nothing written in them about 
Alexander's passing. He might have been listed in the Steelville newspapers. In any case, we 
don't know the date of his death . . .just the winter of 1 91 2. 

As an after thought... you would think the passing of an old citizen such as Alexander Pratt 
would have been of interest to the local community, especially since he was a survivor of the 
infamous "Trail of Tears". 

However, the Pratts were a secluded isolated family and did not socialize with many people. 
They kept to themselves and were suspicious of strangers or anyone asking questions. This 
is what they had been taught by their parents since their expulsion from their home in 
Tennessee in 1838. 

Therefore, Alexander did not vote, did not hold public office, did not socialize but remained 
close to the people he could trust and this meant family. 

Most of the burials in the Blanton and Hamilton Cemetery in Hamilton Hollow have no 
markings, just indentations in the ground. It looks like several hundred people maybe buried 
there... but without any markings or legal documents to reference the burial site, we don't 
know who is buried there or how many are our relatives. 

As I stated in my book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, Tennessee " © 2002, these 
unknown, unmarked graves are in harmony with Cherokee burial rites. In that book, I go into 
great detail about Cherokee customs and burial rituals. 

When you have been hunted, abused, force marched from you homeland, denied the rights 
of white men, by the United States government, it is not hard to understand why the Pratts 
were closed-lipped and kept to themselves. 

This defensive posture carried over even to their desire of not wanting their relatives to make 
a fuss concerning their death and to keep the burial quiet, simple and unmarked. Even to the 
extreme of Alexander Pratt's relatives failing to comply with Missouri State law, by not 
reporting his death to the Missouri Department of Revenue, Vital Records Division. No death 
certificate exists for my 2 nd Great Grandfather; Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt.

Lum's future mother-in-law; Mary Jane Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) Johnson died at the 
Johnson House on Walnut Street, Bourbon Village, Boone Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri on 10 December 1913. 

Even though Columbus and Rue had not married as of this date, when someone died in a 
small town like Bourbon, everyone knew the deceased or knew someone who did. People 
came from miles around to pay their respect and offer condolences to the grieving family. 

These funerals were major events, like weddings, dances, town meetings, political events, 
grand openings of "new" businesses and brought people together from all parts of Crawford 
County and beyond. It was at these "events" that young people took notice of other young 
people and sometimes a social interest began to develop. 

Most potential relationships began with familiarity from school associations, but it was at 
these get-togethers, and other social events that many future couples took notice of potential 
spouses and courtships ensued.

Too bad 
they didn't take this photo before Henry Winslow Pratt died and we, his descendants would 
have had a picture of him. As of this date, no known picture of Henry Winslow Pratt exists. 
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It looks like my Grandmother Rue (JOHNSON) Pratt's writing of the names on the postcard, 
which states..." Mrs. Laura Pratt, Ruth Pratt, Mary Pratt and Arvill Pratt'. 

The other writing says "from Mother to Lum" that looks like Laura's writing and addressed to 
her son, "Columbus "Lum" Pratt, Patsy, Missouri". This postcard was in the possession of my 
Aunt Evellin Juanita (MILLER) Pratt, wife of Uncle James Henry Pratt. 

Aunt Juanita sent a copy of the picture and postcard to my father with the following note, 

" This picture was a postal card that Laura Pratt sent to your father. I have copied it for you. In 
case you wonder, Patsy, Missouri was around Cherry Valley. Don't know what he was doing 
there unless he was doing a home. Juanita."

Written by his son Rev. Albert Paris Missey states in his journal as follows: 
Red Bird, MO. May 16-1916. 

My Father C.F. Missey whose biography will be found on Page 1 of the ledger departed this 
life April 26th 1916 at the home of his son Ed F. Missey Bourbon, Mo. All the family were 
present at his death but two. Lee and Ambrose. The following is his obituary written by me 
after coming to Red Bird. A. P. Missey, Pastor M. E. Church South, Red Bird, Mo. 
The subject of this sketch, Columbus F. Missey, was born at Richwoods, Washington 
County, Mo., July 7, 1844, and departed this life at Bourbon, Mo., April 26, 1916, at the age 
71 years 9 months and 19 days. He was married to Synth ia N. Talbot, in Washington County 
Mo., August 19, 1866. To this union were born nine children, eight of whom survive, one 
dying in infancy. Those that survive are: A. P. Missey, Red Bird, Mo.; B. J. Missey, Prosperty, 
Mo.; Lee C. Missey, Deslet, Mo.; Mrs. Laura Pratt, Bourbon, Mo.;Judson Missey, Morse Mill, 
Mo.; Frank C, Missey, Morse Mill, Mo.; Ambrose Missey, Patsy, Mo.; Edward F. Missey, 
Bourbon, Mo. 

He professed faith in Christ in 1884, and with his wife, united with the Methodist East Church 
South and lived a consistent Christian life until death. His wife preceded him several years, 
dying March 28, 1896. 

Funeral services were conducted by Rev. M. A. Clayton at the Harrison Cemetery, after 
which his body was laid to rest and to wait his appointed time when the dead in Christ shall 
rise first, than we which remain shall be changed in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye shall 
be caught up and ever be with the Lord. 

So we can well say, "Blessed are the dead that die in the Lord Jesus while our hearts are 
bleeding O'er the spoils that death has won, We would at this time solemn meeting Calmly 
say, "Thy will be done. " "By Thy hands the boon was given, Thou has taken but Thine own, 
Lord of earth and God of Heaven, Evermore "Thy will be done. "

Origin of the Catawissa Birthplace Confusion 



If you notice, Columbus and his brother Albert Paris Pratt (according to Albert's WWI draft 
registration) were living at Rt#1 , Catawissa, Missouri on 5 June 1 91 7. This could have been 
where everyone became confused as to the birth location of Columbus and his siblings. 

Through good hard hands-on research we know he was born in Hamilton Hollow in Johnson 
Township, Washington County, Missouri where he lived until after the 1 900 census and then 
moved to Vilander then Crows Creek, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri by the 
1 91 0 census date and after his father died in 1 91 4, his mother Laura Pratt moved to 
Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County to be near her father; Columbus Missey. 

Lum's grandpa; Columbus Missey died in 1 91 6 in Bourbon, and it looks like Laura Pratt and 
family moved outside of Rt#1 Catawissa, Calvey Township, Franklin County, Missouri, United 
States sometime between 1916 and before the 5 June 1917 draft registration of her son; 
Columbus Pratt where he states he was living. 

Since he was living in Catawissa then everyone assumed he was born there, including his 
wife; Rue. . .we now know the truth. 
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It should be noted in this day of no privacy and information is easily obtainable through 
books, records and the internet, back in those days one did not talk much about their past 
and you did not ask. 

People were very suspicious about anyone asking questions and guarded their past with 
secrecy to the extent that even children didn't know basic events in the lives of their parents. 

How many of you know how your parents met? The types of jobs your parents did before 
they were married? Where they were married and who attended the wedding, if anyone? 
What sports were your parents interested in? What military service did you father serve, 
where did he serve and was he decorated? How many times have your parents been 
married? Where there children in any of those marriages? 

These are basic questions most people don't know about their parents let alone about their 
grandparents. And how much do you know about your great grandparents on both sides of 
the family? 

This is quite the opposite of the way it is today, where children want to know all about their 
parents, grandparents and family. 

I have interviewed hundreds of people in my 40-year quest for family history information and 
most of them except my own family were not open to discussing their lives or their parent's 
lives and would say their parents or grandparents never wanted to talk about their past. 

This close-minded attitude was based on a fear factor of being judged, persecuted, ridiculed 
and criticized for actions or an omission of actions that they should have, could have or 
would have done to alter a life event or situation. 

When I asked my birth mother, why did she and my father divorce when I was one year old, 
she stated flippantly, "It was just one of those things." 

Therefore, confusion about birth dates, birth locations and other basic events, unless written 
down in a journal or a bible renders the reader at the mercy of their own personal collection 
of evidence concerning that individual's life, which sometimes entails mostly hearsay. 

So, remember information was hard to come by and don't be quick to judge those who did 
not get it right. The good news is that everything we think, everything we say and everything 
we do has heavenly witnesses recording these events and when we need to process this 
information, the heavenly records will be opened up to us and our records will be correct and 
Revelation 20:1 2 will be fulfilled.

1917 Columbus Benjamin Pratt World War I Military Enlistment 

AGE 23 YEARS, 7 MONTHS, 26 DAYS 

Being the oldest son in the family, the prospect of seeing new places and meeting new and 
interesting people and engaging in new and unknown adventures appealed to young 
Columbus and he was not alone. Millions heeded the call to serve their country and enlisted 
in the military services. 

Columbus "Lum" Benjamin Pratt enlisted on 27 July 1 91 7 in the United States Army at 
Jefferson Barracks and was assigned to the 9th Division of the 46th Missouri Infantry trained 
at Camp Zachary Taylor, Louisville, Kentucky and served as a horse shoer and was 
assigned to Company I of the 26th Missouri G. BN until his discharge on 1 0 February 1 91 9 or 
1 1 May 1 91 8. These dates were obtained from his headstone application filed out by 
widowed Mrs. C. B. Pratt on 27 September 1947. 

The reason his discharge date is unclear is because we have two different sources stating 
two different dates. Lum's obituary and headstone application states he enlisted in World 
War 1 on 27 July 1917 and served until 1 0 February 1919. The military record as depicted 
below states he served until 1 1 May 1 91 8. At this website there is no discharge date listed on 
the record.

Since there is no discharge date listed on the military record above, and the obituary's 
discharge date is after the last listed service date of 1 1 May 1918, then I would believe the 1 0 
February 1919 date as being his discharge date.

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Checking the pension files for a pension to wife Rue would probably reveal additional 
information concerning his military service. 

When Columbus returned home from the war, his brothers were still in the service. Jesse 
was serving overseas and had sustained an injury. Albert was serving in the tank corp. Virgil 
received an eye injury due to mustard gas. The other brothers were too young. 

I remember Great Uncle Virgil Pratt always blinking his eyes in a rapid motion trying to keep 
them moist due to his injury because of mustard gas exposure. He was very uncomfortable 
and there wasn't anything any of the doctors could do to relieve his pain and discomfort. He 
suffered this aliment until his death. FTP

The significance of Albert and Virgil's WWI draft registration above establishes the location of 
their mother Laura's residence between those two dates. 

While Columbus was serving in the war, his mother and family on 5 June 1 91 8 lived at Rt#1 , 
Catawissa, Calvey Township, Franklin County, Missouri and moved before 1 2 September 
1918 to Patsy, Courtois Township, Crawford County, Missouri. 

Between September of 1 91 8 and October 1 91 8, Laura and family moved to Bourbon, Boone 
Township, Crawford County, Missouri. This is where she was living when daughter Mary 
Center (PRATT) died in Bourbon on 7 October 1918. 

Bourbon is where Columbus Pratt found his mother and family living and took up residence 
when he was discharged in 1 91 9 setting the stage for his courtship with a local beauty; Rue 
Flavilla (JOHNSON). 

1918 DEATH OF SISTER; MARY CENTER (PRATT) 

Lum's sister; Mary Center (PRATT) died at Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford County, Missouri 
on 7 October 1918. Mary died according to the death certificate of a cerebral abscess. This 
death happened without a physician being able to treat her. She died suddenly the day he 
saw her. She was buried next to her father; Henry Winslow Pratt in the Harrison Cemetery, 
near Vilander, Liberty Twp, Crawford County, Missouri.

Camp Taylor was a training 
ground for WWI troops before they were assigned to their final destinations. 

I place this picture circa 1917-1 91 8 during the war. First of all, they are all sitting on mules. 
Not too many people could afford mules in and around Bourbon and they are all dressed in 
shirts that appear to have military applications except Lum, looks like he is wearing a sweater 
over his shirt. The man on the right not only looks like he is wearing a military shirt and scarf, 
and is wearing military boots. 

Second, these mules have saddles and if you could afford a mule, chances are you wouldn't 
be able to afford a saddle. If you could afford a saddle, you would have bought a horse. 
Mules were used during WWI for heavy work and hauling. 

Comparing Columbus to his military picture where he is sitting in a chair on the previous 
pages, his hair is parted on the right side and all three men are wearing military haircuts.

In the picture is the dry goods department with the two 
owners behind the counter. 

Doris Roedemeier Travers 
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Columbus arrived home from World War I in February 1 91 9 at the age of 25 years and he 
would often patronize the Mercantile store in Bourbon owned by Judge James Millard 
Johnson. Lum took notice of the Judge's daughter that worked in the store, 25-year-old; Rue 
Flavilla (JOHNSON). 

Rue was a mature beauty schooled in the musical arts as well as educated in the best 
schools that Bourbon had to offer. Not only could she play piano and organ but also she was 
the only person in the area that could sign language with the deaf people of the community. 

Since no one else could sign language in the community, would indicate that Rue may have 
been educated in schools outside the Bourbon community maybe even getting some college 
in Rolla or a finishing school in some other community. 

Educated in business by her father; Judge Johnson and educated in domestic homemaking 
by her mother, Mary Jane Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) Johnson an educated and refined 
woman in her own right, Rue learned all the skills of homemaking including cooking and 
sewing, and possessed a keen sharp mind with a witty sense of humor. 

Often assuming the responsibilities of running her father's mercantile store, while he took 
care of affairs at the bank, where he was a partner, afforded Rue the opportunity to sharpen 
her skills as an entrepreneur and businesswoman. 

When Rue and Lum finally met, to worldly, Columbus Pratt, Rue must have been a breath of 
fresh air compared to the horrors he had witnessed during his war years. What a delicate 
lovely flower of womanhood blooming in the aftermath of the terrible horrors of war. Such a 
refined, educated and resourceful example of someone he would want to educate and help 
him raise children.

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On the flip side of the coin, as the boys began to return from the war, victorious war heroes, 
dressed in their sharp military uniforms, carrying themselves with confidence and projecting a 
sense of pride and discipline, they must have appeared very attractive to the eligible women 
in the community. 

Rue, thought so and after a short courtship, Columbus and Rue were married at the Bourbon 
Methodist Church and Lum moved in with Rue's father and her step-mother; Mary Louvincy 
(KING) Chappell Johnson in the old Johnson house at Walnut Street and Blue Springs Road 
in Bourbon.

J. G. Craig married Columbus B. Pratt and Rue Johnson on Saturday, 1 2 April 1 91 9 at the 

Bourbon Methodist Church. Lum bought the marriage license on Wednesday, April 9,1919 at 

the Crawford County Courthouse at Steelville, Meramec Township, Crawford County, 

Missouri. 

There must have been a great wedding followed by a great reception party for Rue, the last 
unmarried child of one of Bourbon's prominent businessman; Judge James Millard Johnson. 

Hundreds of family and friends probably turned out for this wedding since not only did Lum's 
family live in town and Rue's family live in town but they lived on the same street!!! 

Also, the Judge had professional as well as personal friends and being well-to-do financially 
probably threw a great wedding and reception. 

Here was one of Bourbon's own highly educated homegrown beauty's marrying a war 
hero. . .what a great combination. 

However, not all of Rue's siblings were pleased with her choice of spouse. Some of Rue's 
brothers made it known of their displeasure with Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt. The 
brothers that were still living in and around Bourbon were Cecil and James Jr. Johnson. 

In fact, Rue was the last sibling to get married, all the rest of her siblings were married by 
1 91 7 except Edith who had died young. 

Judge Johnson being accustomed to Rue taking care of him for the last 6 years and coupled 
with her contribution to his mercantile business while he ran the bank was an extremely 
valuable asset as well as a trusted daughter. 
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After Rue's marriage, Judge Johnson wanted Rue and spouse to continue living with him and 
his new bride; Mary Emily (KING) Chappell Johnson whom he had married in December 
1 91 8. In fact, it wasn't until her father married Mary Emily (KING) Chappell that Rue felt 
Emily could take care of her father and Rue was free to consider a marriage for herself. 

As a responsible, mature, dutiful daughter, Rue felt an obligation to take care of her father 
since the death of her mother; Dosia in 1 91 3. 

Rue was well educated and knowledgeable about all forms of business and domestic issues 
and very particular about the type of man she would be interested in. 

Rue's 2-month short courtship with Lum Pratt is understandable since Rue in her mind, could 
freely pursue a romantic relationship since she had fulfilled her responsibilities to her father. 

Maybe mother Dosia. before her death, had asked Rue and Joy to take care of their father. 
Rue's sister Joy married Charles "Champ" Thomas Record in 1 91 6 so she wasn't around to 
help Rue with their father since Charlie and Joy Record had a family of their own. 

In any case the timeline unfolds as such... her father; James Johnson marries in December 
1 91 8. Lum Pratt is discharged from the Army in February 1 91 9, Rue and Lum are married in 
April 1919. Shortly after Lum and Rue's marriage the war ended... more reason for 
celebrations.

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The back of the above marriage license Lum bought on Wednesday the 9 th of April 1 91 9. 
Since the license was folded, the golden seal stained the certificate as depicted on this page. 
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I found this beautiful marriage certificate back in the late 1 970's in the Crawford County, 
Missouri Courthouse marriage record box and when I asked one of the clerks at the 
courthouse why it was still there, she informed me that no one had picked it up since they 
had been married in 1 91 9. 

She said that all the marriages got a certificate like this and it was customary for the married 
couple to picked this up and take it home, but since it was still there after 50 years, it meant 
no one had claimed it so, she gave it to me and now you get to see it, oh happy day. 
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The above is a copy of the official page in the Crawford County, Missouri Marriage Record 
Book "I" page 442, which shows Columbus B. Pratt of Bourbon and Rue F. Johnson of 
Bourbon marriage record. 
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That old adage... 



That old adage, opposites attract seems to be what we have here with Lum and Rue. 

Dad says... Columbus was a smoker and smoked Prince Albert tobacco from a tin. He would 
roll his own cigarettes. No doubt he picked up this habit during the war, we can thank the 
government for that. 

However, Dad also says, Lum was a non-drinker and did not engage in any form of alcohol. 
This was probably at the insistence of his faith-based spouse who knew what was best for 
Lum and her family. 

Lum was a tough results-orientated man that got the job done and he had no tolerance for 
nonsense or levity. Life was tough and you had to be tough to survive. He fought life hard, 
and was a hard man to his children. 

However, Lum was also a benefactor of the "Pratt charm", I have seen where the charming 
personality of the Pratts has defused many a sticky situation and I believe it is that "charm" 
that attracts women of high moral caliber. 

Rue, was just such a woman... of high caliber. A genteel woman, disciplined in the culture of 
the arts and feminine refinement. Educated in the musical arts, played the piano and organ, 
taught her children appreciation for the arts and to strive for the finer things in life. A fantastic 
cook and a true Christian woman living a Christian life as a good example to her children. 

Before their marriage, Lum and Rue literary lived on the opposite side of the tracks in 
Bourbon. It wasn't until after their marriage, Laura (MISSEY) Pratt moved to Walnut Street a 
few doors down from the James Johnson's home to be near her son and daughter-in-law, in 
Bourbon. 

What I have discovered in my 65 years on this earth concerning women... the more 
educated, refined and dignified a woman is, the more she is attracted to men with baser 
instincts. 

Though Rue loved Lum and devoted her life to him, she obviously struggled with some of his 
characteristics exhibiting a poor example to her children. As she was trying to teach her 
children the value and merit of church attendance, abstinence, love and kindness manifested 
through acts of charity, they saw their father didn't and did not have to live by these rules. 

Don't misunderstand, all of her children grew up good citizens and loving husbands and 
wives to their spouses, but were subject to the snares of this world and struggled as we all do 
with the entrapments of the soul. 
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In Rue's final letter of farewell to her children, before her death, she makes it very clear how 
fearful she is for all her children and their families and admonishes them not to neglect their 
spiritual welfare. I call her tender and loving letter. . . A Loving Mother's Lament .

Rufus A. Graddy and Ruth Jane Pratt were married on Monday, 20 October 1 91 9, in Union, 
Union Township, Franklin County, Missouri. Laura Pratt, mother of Ruth Jane Pratt gives her 
consent to the marriage. 

Rufus Allen Graddy born 30 April 1 887 in Steelville, Meramec Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri son of Bradley Van Buren and Matilda "Tilda" Catherine (HENDRICKS) Graddy. 

Van Graddy born in Hopkins County, Kentucky moved to Meramec Township, Crawford 
County, Missouri circa 1870-1871 . Van Graddy married Tilda on 8 July 1886 in Cuba, Benton 
Township, Crawford County, Missouri after his first wife; Elizabeth "Eliza" (PYATT) Miller 
Graddy had died in January of that year. 

Van Graddy died in Leasburg, Liberty Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States on 25 March 
1 91 1 and wife Tilda preceded him in death near Leasburg on 20 September 1 902. 

Bradley Van Buren Graddy is buried in the Lick Creek Cemetery, Benton Township, Crawford 
County, Missouri with first wife Elizabeth. Matilda "Tilda" Catherine (HENDRICKS) Graddy is 
buried in the Liberty Cemetery, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri. 

Rufus died on 1 6 September 1 967 in Saint Louis (city), Missouri and Ruth Jane (PRATT) 
Graddy died on 26 September 1961 in Bourbon and both are buried in the Lea Cemetery, 
Leasburg, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri.

As stated before, after Lum and Rue's marriage, Judge James Millard and wife; Mary (KING) 
Chappell Johnson wanted Lum and Rue to live with them at their home at the intersection of 
East Walnut Street and Blue Springs Road also called Highway N aka Hickory Street. 




The red box depicts the location of the Johnson house at the corner of Walnut Street and 
Blue Springs Road. Blue Springs Road was also known as State Highway N and now they 
call it Hickory Street. 



Notice the close proximity to the San Francisco Railroad tracks. Also, south of the Johnson 
house is Cedar Street and then East Barton Street. 

James Millard Johnson built the Johnson House in1 892. Judge Johnson married 1 st Mary 
Jane Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) daughter of William and Harriet (KING) Barton. 
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William and Harriet built a house down the hill from the Johnson house on what is now 
known at the corner of Watkins Street and Cedar Street. After their deaths, they gave that 
house to their son; Zechariah Alonzo "Lon" & Mary Alice (SELF) Barton. Lon lived in a house 

on Watkins Street and rented the Johnson house out to Lum and Rue. The following picture 
is from the Bourbon Beacon newspaper circa 1 895-1 896.

The Johnson-Barton Families 

Pictured above Is the new home of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Johnson and family which was built in 1892. 
Many old timers In the Bourbon area will remember the Johnson house which stood for many years on the 
Rock Road near the Blue Springs Road. The house Is gone now. and Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Summers and 
family have their home about where the old house stood. 

Those who posed for this family portrait on an autumn day long ago were William and Harriet King 
Barton (older couple on the left); Mrs. Dos i^y Barton Johnson and James M. Johnson; Miss Emma Bar- 
ton, and Flavllla Barton Chester and her husband Jack Chester at the far right. 

The children of Mr. and Mrs. Johnson are the three little boys with the white collars and the two little 
girls. They are Lee, Glenn and Claud, and the girls, Joy (Record) and Rue (Pratt). The two other boys 
are a Bradley and a McSpadden boy, friends of the Johnson boys. 



Should be noted that this title to this picture is in error. Since Rue was born in March 1 894, 
then this picture was not taken 2 years before she was born. Rue looks like she is 3-4 years 
old; this picture was taken between 1 997-1 998. 

Also, Flavilla S. (BARTON), Rue's Aunt, whom Rue's middle name Flavilla was given, 
married John C. "Jack" Chester in Bourbon on 25 September 1895, indicating this picture 
was taken after 1 895. 
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I remember visiting Grandmother Rue, when she still lived in that house in the 1 950's. In the 
front yard was a large oak tree with a long rope and a tire swing. My brothers and I used to 
swing on the tire and climb the trees. 

In the back of the house was a large field. Also, there was cistern and hand pump to pump 
water from the well. Fifty feet or so down the hill behind the house was the outhouse. That 
was the first time I had ever seen an outhouse and I found the smell to be offensive. 



When we would visit Grandmother, Dad would take us down Blue Springs Road to Brazil 
Creek to swim where he and his brothers would swim when they were growing up. 

As you stood on the porch of the Johnson house looking towards Walnut Street, there was a 
long front yard and a fence up by the road. Large trees where in the yard and except for the 
horrendous noise of the trains when they passed by the house at all hours of the day and 
night it was a quiet peaceful place. 

When we stayed overnight with Grandma Rue, you could hear the trains coming miles away 
as they blew their whistle. The closer they got to Bourbon the louder the whistle sounded and 
when they finally arrived in Bourbon they did not stop at the Bourbon Depot but continued 
eastward towards St. Louis.

But while they drove through town they constantly blew their whistle to alert anyone that 
maybe contemplating crossing the tracks at one of several junctions within the city limits of 
Bourbon. 
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As I lay trying to sleep in this strange old house, with strange smells and noises, the train 
passed by and the whole house would rumble and shake as if the very foundation was going 
to collapse and the whole structure was going to fall on our heads. To an 8-year-old it was 
frightening. 

Standing on the front porch, looking to the right of the house was a huge garden area 
running from the back of the house to Walnut Street, which I would estimate was over 1 00 
feet in length and quite wide. 

This is where the garden had been plowed and the produce grown in this garden sustained 
my ancestors through the great depression. 

This garden is also where an incident took place that my father; Floyd Theodore Pratt will 
always remember. As a young man, he was told by Lum to clean the potato bugs off of the 
potato plants. 

Dad says he began to clean the bugs off and throw them is a bucket when his cousin; Glenn 
Record came by the house and asked him to go swimming at Brazil Creek. Sounded like a 
good idea to him and he enjoyed the day down at Brazil Creek, however, when he returned 
home he forgot all about those potato bugs and when Lum got home he got a whippin'.

LUM'S AGE 26 YEARS, 2 MONTHS, 2 DAYS 

Lum's grandmother-in-law; Harriet (KING) Barton died at her home at the corner of Cedar 
and Watkins Street in Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri on Tuesday, 3 
February 1 920. 

Harriet (KING) Barton born Buncombe County, North Carolina on 23 July 1834 daughter of 
Rev. Jonathan & Mary (HOLT) King of North Carolina. Harriet married William Barton in 
Hendersonville, Henderson County, North Carolina on 27 July 1854. 

After marriage, William and Harriet moved to Pickens County, South Carolina and by 1 860 
they had moved near the Pine Mountain Post Office, Moccasin, Rabun County, Georgia 
where daughter; Mary Jane Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) was born on 1 8 January 1 861 . 

Between 1 868-1 870 William and Harriet and family moved with what became known as the 
Carolina Migration near the Cuba Post Office, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri 
over by Leasburg. 

They were part of a large constituency of settlers from North and South Carolina that settled 
in the Leasburg area after the war. Most are buried in the Cross Roads Baptist Church 
Cemetery, Leasburg, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri. Before the 1900 census, 
William and Harriet moved and settled in Bourbon where they died in 1 922 and 1 920.

Lum's grandfather-in-law; William Barton died at his home at the corner of Cedar and 
Watkins Street in Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri on Saturday, 7 
January 1922. 

The Barton house owned and lived in by William and Harriet (KING) Barton was located 
behind and south of the Johnson House at the corner of Cedar and Watkins Street in 
Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri. 

During the 1920 census date, William and Harriet moved in with son; Zechariah Alonzo "Lon" 
& Mary Alice (SELF) Barton family whom lived on Watkins Street and after the deaths of his 
parents, Lon rented William and Harriet's home to the Lum and Rue Pratt family. 

As to exactly when the Pratts moved in to the William and Harriet (KING) Barton home is 
unclear. Dad; Floyd Theodore "Ted" Pratt says he remembered taking $6 every month to Lon 
Barton for rent of the Barton house. Dad was born in 1 927 at the Uhlinger Farm outside of 
Bourbon, followed by Nadine in 1929 and James in 1931 both born in Bourbon. 

So, it appears to me that Lum and Rue would not have entrusted little Ted with the rent 
money unless he was at least 7 years old or older. Also, one of Dad's older brothers could 
have taken the rent to Lon Barton when Dad was younger.

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Therefore, I would guess they moved into the Barton house after Dad was born at the 
Uhlinger Farm in 1 927 and before they moved back to the Johnson House in 1 935. 

This assumption is based on knowing Lum and Rue moved back into the Johnson house 
before 1 935 since they stated this was their residence in the 1 940 census. 

This makes sense, because Rue's father; Judge Johnson's 2 nd wife; Mary Louvincy Emily 
(KING) Chappell Johnson may have been ill because she died the following year on 1 
January 1936. 

If Judge Johnson asked Rue and family to move back with him possibly to help take care of 
his wife Mary, then this is where they were living as the 1 940 census proves.

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Bourbon School 

As the Pratt children attained school age, Lum and Rue thought it was essential they receive 
a good education. They attended the Bourbon School, six or seven blocks from the Johnson 
house, the same school Lum and Rue attended while they were growing up. 

While we were young, Dad would tell us boys how he had to walk 1 mile one way to his 
school in the snow and he had to walk a mile going home. 

One day, we were in Bourbon visiting Grandmother Rue and we asked Dad to measure the 
distance from the Johnson House to the schoolhouse. We drove the distance; it was less 
than half a mile and about 5 or six blocks.. .we all had a good laugh. 

I guess when you are younger it seemed a great distance especially in the snow.

"In December the Bourbon Breeze reported, "The new school building is completed and is 
the greatest Christmas gift Bourbon ever gave herself. It is an elegant two -story brick building 
36 x 60 ft, two rooms on the first floor and a large hall above which will be subdivided into 
school rooms as hereafter needed. It is well built and finished on the inside. The building was 
not finished sooner than it was needed as the children have suffered terribly in the old one 
during cold weather. We hardly see how the children learned anything scarcely with the 
inconveniences of the old house. "Bourbon has something she will long be proud of. 
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The furniture will be moved into the new building Christmas week and the school begin in the 
new building Jan. 3, 1898. " The teachers were Prof. T. M. Smith and Miss Minnie Atterberry. 
For many years Bourbon offered only an eighth grade education. Students wishing to go on 
to high school went to other communities, Steelville, St. Clair, Sullivan, even to St. Louis. In, 
1926 a two -year high school was offered at Bourbon. Gradually the school grew and another 
year of high school was added. Finally, in 1932, a four-year high school was established." 



Lum and Rue's son; Roy Lee Pratt was born at Bourbon Village, Boone Twp, Crawford, 
Missouri on Thursday, 13 November 1924 at the Johnson house. 



Roy was born in Bourbon and Dad told me he was born at the Uhlinger or Ohlinger Farm on 
Highway "C" outside north of Bourbon, Missouri. Therefore, they left the Johnson house at 
Walnut and Blue Springs Road and moved to the Uhlinger Farm between 1924-1 927.

Lum's brother; Virgil Ranson Pratt and Eula Viola (RICHARDSON) were married on 
Saturday, 27 February 1926 in Steelville, Meramec Township, Crawford County, Missouri. 

Eula Viola (RICHARDSON) daughter of William Eli "Pete" & Jessie (COFFMAN) Richardson 
lived near Patsy, Courtois Township, Crawford County, Missouri. Does that sound familiar? 
Remember Lum's mother; Laura (MISSEY) Pratt family lived in Patsy for a spell, while Lum 
was in the war? Maybe that's were Virgil and Eula became acquainted. 

Great Aunt Eula was a powerhouse of family history knowledge. When Grandmother Rue 
and Great Aunt Eula got together, I couldn't keep up with the stories, they knew too many. 

I didn't discover the Pratts were Cherokee until 2002, but Aunt Eula already knew way back 
that the Pratts were Indian, but she thought they were Choctaw. To her and Grandmother 
Rue, the Pratt's Native heritage was old news. 

It was Grandmother Rue and Great Aunt Eula who were the ones who told me about the 
Blanton's shooting that Indian woman and what the Indians did to him. [I cover that in my 
book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, Tennessee " © 2003 read the book for the 
details] 

1926 Albert "Al" Paris Pratt (Brother) and Mary (SHEPARD) 

(Sister-in-law) were married 
Lum's age 32 years, 4 months, 2 days 

D. W. Bried JP of Union Township married Lum's brother; Albert Pratt of Bourbon in the 
County of Crawford, Missouri who is over the age of 21 years and Mary Shepard of Sullivan 
in the County of Franklin, Missouri who is under the age of 21 years on Saturday, 3 April 
1 926 in Union, MO. J. H. Shepard, father of Mary Shepard has given his assent to the said 
marriage. 

For almost 40 years it appeared no one knew anything about Albert's wife; Mary 
(SHEPARD). All I knew was what the marriage record says her father was J.H. Shepard. 

I finally attempted to research J.H. Shepard and found him listed with his family in the 1920 
Central Township, Franklin County, Missouri census. 

Upon further investigation I discovered his name is James Harvey Shepard born 10 January 
1861 near Bourbon son of Robert Lafayette and Sarah Elizabeth (HENDRICKSON) 
Shephard. 
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James Harvey Shephard married Edna lola (COLE) on 19 January 1898 in Gasconade 
County, Missouri. Edna is the daughter of James Esterbrooks and Nancy Sophronia 
(WHITMORE) Cole from Canada and Illinois respectively. 

This research took several hours, but daughter; Mary (SHEPHARD) born in 1 91 1 was listed 
with her parents in the 1 920 census. 

Dad said that Albert Paris Pratt came to visit his mom and dad when he was 5 or 6 years old 
(1 932-1 933). Albert was driving a brand new Excelsior Convertible Automobile and had lots 
of money. That's all he remembers. The Excelsior-Mascot was a German manufactured in 
Cologne-Nippes from 191 1 until 1 922. Only a few, with two- and four-cylinder proprietary 
engines of 8 hp to 1 8 hp, were produced. Ttoyd Thomas <Pratt

The end of World War I heralded a new era in the United States. It was an era of enthusiasm, 
confidence, and optimism. A time when inventions such as the airplane and radio made 
anything seem possible. A time when 19th century morals were set aside and flappers 
became the model of the new woman. A time when Prohibition renewed confidence in the 
productivity of the common man. It is in such times of optimism that people take their savings 
out from under their mattresses and out of banks and invest it. In the 1920s, many invested 
in the stock market. 



Although the stock market has the reputation of being a risky investment, it did not appear 
that way in the 1920s. With the mood of the country exuberant, the stock market seemed an 
infallible investment in the future.

The Stock Market Boom 
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As more people invested in the stock market, stock prices began to rise. This was first 
noticeable in 1925. Stock prices then bobbed up and down throughout 1925 and 1926, 
followed by a strong upward trend in 1927. The strong bull market (when prices are rising in 
the stock market) enticed even more people to invest. And by 1928, a stock market boom 
had begun. 

The stock market boom changed the way investors viewed the stock market. No longer was 
the stock market for long-term investment. 

Rather, in 1928, the stock market had become a place where everyday people truly believed 
that they could become rich. Interest in the stock market reached a fevered pitch. Stocks had 
become the talk of every town. Discussions about stocks could be heard everywhere, from 
parties to barber shops. As newspapers reported stories of ordinary people - like chauffeurs, 
maids, and teachers - making millions off the stock market, the fervor to buy stocks grew 
exponentially. Although an increasing number of people wanted to buy stocks, not everyone 
had the money to do so. 



When someone did not have the money to pay the full price of stocks, they could buy stocks 
"on margin. " 

Buying stocks on margin means that the buyer would put down some of his own money, but 
the rest he would borrow from a broker. In the 1920s, the buyer only had to put down 10 to 
20 percent of his own money and thus borrowed 80 to 90 percent of the cost of the stock. 
Buying on margin could be very risky. If the price of stock fell lower than the loan amount, the 
broker would likely issue a "margin call, " which means that the buyer must come up with the 
cash to pay back his loan immediately. 

In the 1920s, many speculators (people who hoped to make a lot of money on the stock 
market) bought stocks on margin. Confident in what seemed a never-ending rise in prices, 
many of these speculators neglected to seriously consider the risk they were taking. 



By early 1929, people across the United States were scrambling to get into the stock market. 
The profits seemed so assured that even many companies placed money in the stock 
market. And even more problematically, some banks placed customers' money in the stock 
market (without their knowledge). 

With the stock market prices upward bound, everything seemed wonderful. When the great 
crash hit in October, these people were taken by surprise. However, there had been warning 
signs. 



Buying on Margin 



Signs of Trouble 
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On March 25, 1929, the stock market suffered a mini-crash. It was a prelude of what was to 
come. As prices began to drop, panic struck across the country as margin calls were issued. 
When banker Charles Mitchell made an announcement that his bank would keep lending, his 
reassurance stopped the panic. Although Mitchell and others tried the tactic of reassurance 
again in October, it did not stop the big crash. 

By the spring of 1929, there were additional signs that the economy might be headed for a 
serious setback. Steel production went down; house construction slowed; and car sales 
waned. 

At this time, there were also a few reputable people warning of an impending, major crash; 
however, as month after month went by without one, those that advised caution were labeled 
pessimists and ignored. 



Both the mini-crash and the naysayers were nearly forgotten when the market surged ahead 
during the summer of 1929. From June through August, stock market prices reached their 
highest levels to date. To many, the continual increase of stocks seemed inevitable. When 
economist Irving Fisher stated, "Stock prices have reached what looks like a permanently 
high plateau, " he was stating what many speculators wanted to believe. 

On September 3, 1929, the stock market reached its peak with the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average closing at 381.17. Two days later, the market started dropping. 

At first, there was no massive drop. Stock prices fluctuated throughout September and into 
October until the massive drop on Black Thursday. 



On the morning of Thursday, October 24, 1929, stock prices plummeted. Vast numbers of 
people were selling their stocks. Margin calls were sent out. People across the country 
watched the ticker as the numbers it spit out spelled their doom. 

The ticker was so overwhelmed that it quickly fell behind. A crowd gathered outside of the 
New York Stock Exchange on Wall Street, stunned at the downturn. Rumors circulated of 
people committing suicide. 

To the great relief of many, the panic subsided in the afternoon. When a group of bankers 
pooled their money and invested a large sum back into the stock market, their willingness to 
invest their own money in the stock market convinced others to stop selling. 

The morning had been shocking, but the recovery was amazing. By the end of the day, many 
people were again buying stocks at what they thought were bargain prices. 



Summer Boom 



Black Thursday - October 24, 1929 
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On "Black Thursday, " 12.9 million shares were sold - double the previous record. 
Four days later, the stock market fell again.

York Stock Exchange crashed to an all-time low

After nearly a decade of optimism and prosperity, the United States was thrown into despair 
on Black Tuesday, October 29, 1929, the day the stock market crashed and the official 
beginning of the Great Depression. As stock prices plummeted with no hope of recovery, 
panic struck. Masses and masses of people tried to sell their stock, but no one was buying. 
The stock market, which had appeared to be the surest way to become rich, quickly became 
the path to bankruptcy. 

And yet, the Stock Market Crash was just the beginning. Since many banks had also 
invested large portions of their clients' savings in the stock market, these banks were forced 
to close when the stock market crashed. Seeing a few banks close caused another panic 
across the country. Afraid they would lose their own savings, people rushed to banks that 
were still open to withdraw their money. This massive withdrawal of cash caused additional 
banks to close. Since there was no way for a bank's clients to recover any of their savings 
once the bank had closed, those who didn't reach the bank in time also became bankrupt. 

Businesses and industry were also affected. Having lost much of their own capital in either 
the Stock Market Crash or the bank closures, many businesses started cutting back their 
workers' hours or wages. In turn, consumers began to curb their spending, refraining from 
purchasing such things as luxury goods. This lack of consumer spending caused additional 
businesses to cut back wages or, more drastically, to lay off some of their workers. Some 
businesses couldn't stay open even with these cuts and soon closed their doors, leaving all 
their workers unemployed. [End] 

The Beginning of the Great Depression on the Pratts and Johnsons 
by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 

After his marriage, Columbus farmed the land around the Johnson house on Walnut Street 
and Blue Springs Road in Bourbon. They had a very large garden with rows and rows of 
vegetables and a variety of fruit trees. 

To supplement his income, Columbus had been taught by his father the art of cutting railroad 
ties, staves and mining supports from the local forests.

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However, as he progressed in age, his strength and stamina could not support such grueling 
daily labor. 

He was now 35 years of age and although he tried to incorporate his sons in such hard labor, 
all being less than 1 0 years of age, the work was hard and tedious and several voiced 
concerns that there had to be a better way to earn a living. Columbus agreed and sometime 
during the 1 920's or 1 930's, he became interested in stonemasonry. 

Bourbon was home to a renowned master stonemason named Leopold "Leo" Friesenhan. 
Mr. Friesenhan had earned a great reputation from his skills as a master stonemason he 
honed in Germany and St. Louis. 

Leo Friesenhan had built many barns, restaurants, houses, walls and even a multi-complex 
motel in Cuba called "The Wagon Wheel Motel, Cafe and Station," which is still standing 
today. 



LEO FRIESENHAN, STONE MASON 
An old timer and a legend in this area was the late Leo Friesenhan. He was 
a kind and gentle family man of great wit and character. Wherever he 
went he brought a little humor and brightened up even the cloudiest days 
with his stories and jokes. Even after all these years, people who knew 
him are quoting his sayings, imitating Leo's German accent. 

Leo Friesenhan came to the United States from Germany in his early 
youth. He and his wife settled in Bourbon in the early 1900s. They bought 
a farm at the east end of town where they operated a dairy. The Friesenhan 
rock silo, built by Leo, was a Bourbon landmark on Highway 66. 

Mr. Friesenhan was a hard worker, dividing his time between the farm 
and the construction business. He was a master stone mason, a trade he 
learned in the "old country". His creative art was ideally suited for the 
natural sandstone to be found in the hills around Bourbon. Examples of 
his work can be found in many places and they will stand for years to 
come. 

Mr. and Mrs. Friesenhan were the parents of seven daughters. In 1950 
a Ripley's "Believe It or Not" newspaper column featured the Friesenhans 
who had seven daughters, seven granddaughters, seven grandsons, and 
seven great grandsons. Mrs. Friesenhan, herself, was one of seven daugh- 
ters. Both Mr. and Mrs. Friesenhan passed away in 1958, but many of 
their descendants live in the Bourbon area. 



Columbus must have made an impression of Mr. Friesenhan because Mr. Friesenhan 
decided to take Columbus under his wing and taught Columbus the skills of the stonemason 
art. It is unknown how long this apprenticeship lasted, but Columbus began to hone his skills 
as a stonemason. 
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Working with Mr. Friesenhan, he built retaining walls, barns, chimneys, storage sheds, 
smoke houses and homes, all types of structures that are still standing today as a credit to 
his skill and craftsmanship. 

Dad took me to several of these locations and I saw these monuments to Columbus' 
craftsmanship myself. Yes, I did take pictures but I have misplaced them and when I find 
them I will incorporate them into this book. 

Columbus, being a good entrepreneur, obviously taught by his wife; Rue due to her strong 
background in the mercantile business, kept records in a journal describing his fees and work 
and he did a great deal of work for his old teacher; Leo Friesenhan. [Copies of these records 
will follow in this book and inserted in the appropriate timeline.] 

As Columbus' health declined, he began to support his family by less laboring occupations 
like driving trucks for various companies in and around the Bourbon community. One must 
remember that Lum's vocation was labor intensive and over the years took it took its toll on 
his health. 

On the home front, Rue's mother; Dosia, a master in the art of food storage, preservation and 
conservation had trained Rue with those life saving skills. Rue would can dozens of jars of 
fruits and vegetables when in season for the winter and off-season months. 

Rue knew where the walnut and hickory trees were, she knew where the blackberry and 
raspberry bushes were, and she knew where wild grapes and other fruits and vegetables 
grew and what they could not find they grew in their garden. 

I remember driving with my parents down the dirt and gravel roads of Crawford County 
looking for sassafras trees to make sassafras tea and root beer. I remember Grandmother 
Rue boiling the roots in a large pot. 

Wild game, of deer, turkey, squirrel and other game were stored and preserved for off- 
season. 

My dad recalled, on several occasions being sent out with one 22-caliber bullet to shoot a 
squirrel for supper. Money was tight and one bullet is all you got and you better not miss!!! 
After the boys would clean the game, Rue would cook and prepare a meal fit for a king. She 
was truly a lifesaver for her family. 

Since, Columbus was self-employed, the great crash of the stock market did not affect his 
family as deeply as others. They had been living off the land and continued even to the point 
of helping other families in need. What became scarce was money. 

Hard labor did not bring as much as it used to. Earning cash money took longer hours and 
more time than in the past. 
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However, not so many were as fortunate as the Pratts, including his father-in-law; Judge 
James Millard Johnson who had tied up most of his money is several business ventures, 
mercantile store, bank and various other investments. 

When the stock market crashed, Judge Johnson lost aU his fortune and investments. This 
happened over a period of years as the recession deepened but eventually he never 
recovered from the financial loss.

Due to a lack of cash flow, most Americans found they could no longer find work or an 
income in the regions in which they lived. Word would circulate about job openings and 
hiring's across the nation and thousands if not millions of workers decided in order to make 
any amount of money they needed to relocate to those areas that offered a potential job. 

The only method that afforded them a ready-made transportation system across this nation 
was the railroads.

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Consequently, during the depression years 1930-1940, hobos, tramps and vagabonds as 
they became known, would jump the trains and ride across America from one locale to 
another in pursuit of employment.. .to the chagrin of the railroad companies. 

These free loading passengers were a loss of income to the railroad companies and they 
took extreme measures to keep these non-paying passengers off the trains. Even to the point 
of hiring brutal, cruel and vicious men called "bulls" to physically remove these men even if it 
meant inflicting injury or loss of life. [For realistic reference see movie.. .Emperor of the North] 

All along the railroad tracks, hoboes would set up "shanty towns" where a group of them 
would live in makeshift shacks made of wood, cardboard, steel remnants or any other 
material that afforded them protection from the harsh weather. 

When a train would pull out of the railroad station, these hoboes would run along the tracks 
and grab the train as it gained speed hopping onto the boxcars, hoping not to get caught by 
the "bulls". 

Most of these unfortunate survivors of a poorly managed failed economy system, would go 
door to door in these small towns asking for a handout of food, clothing or medical treatment 
in exchange for acts of menial labor. 

They would offer to cut firewood or fix and repair items that the homeowner needed repairing. 
This exchange of labor for food was beneficial for both parties, since many homeowners 
where widows and single woman who could not afford to pay someone to have those repairs 
made, but could provide a meal or some clothing in exchange for the labor. 

Over time, these hobos and rail riders developed a system to alert other rail riders that the 
homeowner at a particular home was willing to help and they could be trusted to provide 
assistance to the less fortunate. This system was a form of communication comprised of a 
physical sign marking a tree, gate or fence or any other item located at the entrance to the 
homeowner's property. These "markings" alerted fellow travelers that they could count on the 
homeowner of this property to help. 

Lum and Rue were people of this caliber, offering help to the hoboes when asked. Dad says 
he remembered hoboes stopping by and eating at his house or making repairs to the 
property many times. He said his mother never turned down anyone asking for help. Even 
with the meager provisions that Lum and Rue had for their family, they always found food to 
share with others. 

I personally consider those markings on the gate or fence a badge of honor and It is because 
of millions of people like my grandparents, exhibiting Christian charity to those less fortunate 
that has kept this world from utterly wasting away.

The Pratt Cow 



During the depression, rural families had to make due with what they could grow, hunt and 
barter in order to survive. 

Somehow, Lum and Rue were able to acquire a Jersey Cow aptly named "Jersey". It was the 
duty of the boys to take care of the cow and make sure it was feed, secure and milked 
morning and evening. 

Dad says it was his duty to take care of Jersey and he became so proficient in learning his 
duty to Jersey that others in the Bourbon community sought him out to assist them with their 
milk cows. 

He recalls that he wanted to buy a used bicycle from a neighbor lady and she allowed him to 
milk her cow morning and night to earn the money necessary to purchase the bicycle. He 
recalled it took him several months to earn the $1 .50 to buy the bicycle. 

However, he says that taking care of Jersey, the Pratt cow was not an easy assignment 
requiring strong hands and determination to get her to do what he wanted her to do. 



Dad recalled one day in the late 1 930's, the cistern at the Johnson house went dry. This 
meant there was no water in the well. On Pine, the main street in Bourbon they had a 
community town trough and well, were anyone who needed water could go and help himself 
or herself to the hand pump and get all the water they wanted. 

Lum told Ted, my Dad, to take several buckets for water with Jersey the cow, downtown in 
Bourbon to the city trough and well and fill the buckets and get Jersey a drink of water.

Dad says he took Jersey's guide rope and carrying the empty buckets walked up Blue 
Springs Road now called Walnut Street until they got to the railroad crossing leading over the 
tracks into Bourbon. 

At the railroad tracks, the railroad had installed a cattle grate to prevent cattle and other 
animals from walking on the road and crossing the railroad tracks into town. This cross grate 
or grid was designed to trip up cattle or horses by catching their feet in the grid so they would 
slip and fall and not be able to get a sure footing. 

When Ted got Jersey to that crossing to take her into town, she knew what the grid was and 
had previous experience with the device and didn't want any part of it. Dad says she gave 
him such a fit that he had a hard time with her and it too a long time to finally force her across 
those railroad tracks and down Pine Street to the town well. 

He finally got her to the well and gave her some water, and filled up his buckets but it was 
just as hard to get her back across the tracks to take her home, without spilling his buckets of 
water. 

He said he even resorted to bribery and tried to pay his brothers to help him with Jersey but 
they didn't want anything to do with it. He believed he was 11 or 1 2 years old at the time.

1 935 Worldly Events of 1 935 
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The Radio.. .Entertainment for America 

Should be noted as American families gathered together after dinner around their Philco and 
Admiral tube radios to listen to their favorite radio shows... not many could afford the money 
to go to the movie theatres. 

The movie theatres were in town and it took a long time to get to town especially by horse or 
wagon. Also, to earn a nickel or a dime was difficult and took many hours of hard labor to 
achieve those admission fees especially if you had a large family and wanted to "treat" 
everyone to a movie. 

The Electric Cooperatives in rural America began a big push to get rural families "hooked" on 
electricity even going so far as to install the lines and provide free electricity to the 
community. The strategy was designed to get the customers accustomed to the service and 
dependant to the point they would eventually sign up as "paying" customers to retain the 
service. This strategy worked so well the telephone companies applied the same tactics. 

As rural families and farms started to acquire electric service, radios were one of the first 
"luxury" items every household had to have. 

After a hard day in the fields, factories or businesses, parents and their school aged children, 
after their chores were done, with supper out of the way, wasted no time gathering in the 
living room or parlor to settle down to an evening of westerns, mysteries, crime and 
suspense and a variety of musical programs playing the latest "hit" songs as well as comedy 
shows with some of the top entertainers of America on a daily basis. 




Typical family gathering for news, sports, music, 
shows and various worldwide entertainment. 
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The children had their favorite shows, the wife or mother had her favorite shows and the 
father had his favorite shows. Each weeknight like clockwork, their shows would come on at 
a specific day and time and some of the shows, carried a continuing adventure from one 
week to another called "serials". 

These serials usually put the hero of the story in jeopardy. For instance, he would be caught 
in a wagon rolling over a cliff, the music would be ominous followed by a freeze-frame and an 
announcement "continued next week" followed by the conclusion the following night or week. 

This strategy of keeping the audience loyal to the show was especially successful to the 
advertisers whose product sales increased each week due to a growing captive audience. 

This "cliffhanger" tactic had been very successful even when it transcended into the 
television arena capturing and retaining repeat audiences for advertiser money. Some of 
these shows were presented on a daily basis and others carried over on a weekly basis. 

Besides the entertainment value, the evening news was important because it was through 
the radio that current and up-to-date events were reported keeping the families of America 
informed about local, regional, national and worldly news events. 

Also, sport programs were very important to the loyal fans of the area. My Dad told me that 
his grandpa; Judge James Millard Johnson would sit in his rocker in the living room at the 
Johnson House in Bourbon and listen to the Cardinals baseball game on the radio. 

Dad said Grandpa Johnson would slowly rock back and forth as he listened to the ball game. 
When someone got a hit the announcer would yell with excitement and Grandpa Johnson 
would get excited and rock faster and faster and then when the announcer calmed down then 
Grandpa Johnson would slow down and resume his steady rocking. 

Those who lived in the larger cities would seek out the movie theatres often usually prompted 
by Saturday matinee promotions sponsored by the studio and theatre management. 

Not only could you see a first run movie, but also there were usually a cartoon followed by a 
"short" film followed by the main matinee. 

The "short" was usually a serial type of story that dealt with an adventure, western, crime or 
suspense story designed to capture the imagination of the viewing audience. Examples 
would be Rin Tin Tin, The Lone Ranger, Rocket Man and Buck Rogers to name a few. 

Each of these "short" mini-movies was designed to excite and stimulate the audiences, which 
led to increased popcorn, soda or pop, and candy sales at the concession stand. 
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Sometimes the matinee movie would be a double feature, which I attended in the 1 950's for 
50$. I especially enjoyed the Ray Harryhausen creature features of the 1 950's and 1 960's 
era. 

Regardless of your interest in the radio, it was the focal point of the home as well as the local 
business establishments. 

Men would patronize barbershops, mercantile stores, pool halls, taverns and social clubs 
were always popular for gathering and discussing the daily news and sporting events with 
contemporaries. 

I asked my Dad if there were any shows that he, Lum and Rue particularly favored and he 
said yes but he couldn't remember them. I even offered suggestions and he agreed that they 
used to listen to them but I'm afraid I waited to long to ask him that question because he 
couldn't remember anymore. 

If I were to guess, knowing my father's interests for western movies, I would say the Lone 
Ranger and other westerns from the radio days influenced him and his family. Mom always 
mentioned the radio show... "The Shadow Knows" as one of her family's favorites.

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Floyd, the Fire and Mercy 1 935- 1 936 



My dad; Floyd Theodore Pratt told me the following story about an incident in his youth. 

During the winter of 1 935-1 936, 8 to 9 year-old Floyd and his parents were living in the old 
William and Harriet Barton house at the corner of Cedar and Watkins Street cattycorner from 
the Johnson House across a multi-acre field in Bourbon, Missouri. 

This Barton house was owned by Zechariah Alonzo "Lon" Barton, Floyd's Great Uncle and 
was a two-story dwelling and across the road in front of a vacant field. . .property, which was 
owned by Grandpa Millard Johnson. 

Being winter, this large multi-acre field was covered in tall dead grass and weeds and the 
neighborhood boys would often play there. 

Many homes were sparsely located around the neighborhood and several homes were on 
down Blue Springs Road, which were occupied properties. The field was located almost in 
the center of the sparsely populated town. 

Floyd stated as a young boy he was walking in the large field in front of the Barton house and 
being winter, it was cold. He thought it would be nice to build a little fire so he could warm 
himself. 

With no one around, he gathered some dead grass and sticks and lit a fire with his matches, 
which he always carried wherever he went. 

The fire began to burn his little sticks, leaves and dead grass and began to give off the 
warmth he desired and he was very pleased with himself for accomplishing something 
worthwhile. Then an undesirable process began to take place. ..the wind picked up and 
began to blow and the fire began to grow and spread and get out of control. 

Floyd watched in horror as his little fire began what seemed to have a mind of its own. 
Flames started to creep along the dead grass and the fire began to burn where Floyd did not 
want it to burn. 

At first, Floyd tried to stomp out the fire but due to the winter, the grass was dry and dead 
and it began to spread uncontrollably. Floyd panicked. 

As he hurried too and fro, trying to contain an uncontainable fire, stomping on the fire only 
made the matter worse. The flames were two feet, then four feet and finally raging six feet 
tall. 

Apparently someone had been watching Floyd's predicament because the word, "Fire" "Fire" 
was being shouted across the community as fast as the fire was spreading. 
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Neighbors from all points of the compass showed up by the dozens with gunnysacks as they 
frantically attempted to beat the roaring fire to submission. It looked like the whole volunteer 
fire department and then some was in that field. 

Floyd stood back from the volunteers fighting the fire and felt a presence near his side. 
Looking up over his shoulder stood his father; Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt better 
known as Lum. When he heard the call for help, he came running out of the house to join the 
volunteers in an attempt to extinguish the roaring uncontainable fire. 

Lum looked down at Floyd, knowing he had set the fire and said two simple words... "go 
home!" 

Dread set in as Floyd made that long walk back across the road to home. He knew what his 
father would do to him and an uncontrollable fear gripped his heart. He knew he was in for 
the whipping of his life. 

Lum Pratt was never known as a gentle, loving, forgiving man, but one who always believed 
the adage... spare the rod, spoil the child. 

Floyd knew his only salvation was to ask his mother; Rue, to intervene on his behalf with his 
father. 

Now, Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) Pratt, was a woman in complete contrast to Lum Pratt. The 
old saying, "opposites attract" had been manifested in this marriage. 

Rue was well educated, had worked in her father's mercantile store, was the only person in 
the county who could sign with deaf people, played the organ in their church and lived 
Christian principles... by example. She was of such gentile nature that you sought her out in a 
room full of people for her wisdom, love and comfort. 

Her loving nature reassured any who were in need for fellowship and companionship. As a 
grandson, I too have benefited from my Grandmother Rue's sweet and protective disposition 
when I too knew that I had earned the wrath of my father. She saved me many a time from a 
good and well-deserved whipping. 

During the depression she would feed any and all who came to her door in need of 
sustenance. Those who rode the rails had marked her fence with a code that informed other 
travelers that they could receive food and shelter at her residence. 

Floyd was counting on his mother's sweet forgiving disposition for salvation from his father, 
sometimes it worked and sometimes it didn't. Floyd pleaded with his mother to protect him 
from his father. 
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When Lum came back home, after all the neighbors had extinguished the fire, punishment 
and justice was on his mind. But, before he could confront little 8 or 9-year-old Floyd... Rue 
intervened and talked him out of punishing Floyd... to Floyd's relief and surprise. 

This tender act of mercy always endeared Floyd to his mother and taught him respect and 
gratitude for his father. 

I am sure this incident traumatized this 9-year-old boy, which I feel had a profound influence 
on his adult life. 

You see, when Floyd reached adulthood, he was offered a position as branch manager for 
the General Detroit Corporation selling fire protection equipment including fire extinguishers 
in the St. Louis Metropolitan area. 

After a tragic fire that resulted in much loss of life, the City of St. Louis passed a law requiring 
all buildings to carry fire-fighting equipment including businesses, tenant and boarding 
houses. 

Sales skyrocket to the point that other competitive fire fighting companies could not keep up 
with the demand. Even Floyd's own company had to turn their production on a 24-hour 7-day 
schedule to keep up with demand. 

Floyd was able to supply fire-fighting equipment to not only his customers, but became a 
leading distributor for competing companies such as Kidde Fire Equipment Companies. 

He was so successful in his sales efforts the company promoted him to branch manager of 
the Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania office branch responsible for sales and product distribution over 
5 states. In his tenure as branch manager, Floyd was responsible for saving thousands of 
lives through the distribution of fire-fighting equipment to distributors. 

Was Floyd's experience with the field fire responsible for his dedication and diligence to work 
harder selling fire equipment? Unknown. But one may derive several lessons from that 
incident that may have influenced him... one could say, don't play with matches. On the 
surface this is sound advice but not the true lesson learned here by Floyd on that winter day 
in 1935-1936. 

The true lesson he learned, I believe, was. ..living Christian principles benefits all those who 
are in need of mercy and forgiveness. We all make mistakes, but mercy coupled with 
forgiveness is something we can all give unbridled. 

P.S. Floyd says he never carried matches again after that incident.

The War of the Worlds is an episode of the American radio drama anthology series The 
Mercury Theatre on the Air. It was performed as a Halloween episode of the series on 
October 30, 1938, and aired over the Columbia Broadcasting System radio network. Directed 
and narrated by actor and future filmmaker Orson Welles, the episode was an adaptation of 
H. G. Wells's novel The War of the Worlds (1898). 

The first two thirds of the 60-minute broadcast were presented as a series of simulated news 
bulletins, which suggested to many listeners that an actual alien invasion by Martians was 
currently in progress. Compounding the issue was the fact that the Mercury Theatre on the 
Air was a sustaining show (it ran without commercial breaks), adding to the program's 



Although there were sensationalist accounts in the press about a supposed panic in 
response to the broadcast, the precise extent of listener response has been debated. In the 
days following the adaptation, however, there was widespread outrage and panic by certain 
listeners, who had believed the events described in the program were real. The program's 
news -bulletin format was described as cruelly deceptive by some newspapers and public 
figures, leading to an outcry against the perpetrators of the broadcast. Despite these 
complaints, the episode secured Welles' fame as a dramatist.

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The program, broadcast from the 20th floor at 485 Madison Avenue in New York City, starts 
with an introduction from the novel, describing the intentions of the aliens and noting that the 
adaptation is set in 1939, a year ahead of the actual broadcast date. The program continues 
with a weather report and an ordinary dance band remote featuring "Ramon Raquello and 
His Orchestra" (actually the CBS orchestra under the direction of Bernard Herrmann that is 
interrupted by news flashes about strange explosions on Mars. Welles makes his first 
appearance as the (fictional) famous astronomer and Princeton professor Richard Pierson, 
who dismisses speculation about life on Mars. 

The news grows more frequent and increasingly ominous as a cylindrical meteorite lands in 
Grover's Mill, New Jersey. 

A crowd gathers at the site. Reporter Carl Phillips (Readick) relates the events. The 
meteorite unscrews, revealing itself as a rocket machine. Onlookers catch a glimpse of a 
tentacled, pulsating, barely mobile Martian inside before it incinerates the crowd with Heat- 
Rays. Phillips's shouts about incoming flames are cut off in mid-sentence. (Later surveys 
indicate that many listeners heard only this portion of the show before contacting neighbors 
or family to inquire about the broadcast. Many contacted others in turn, leading to rumors and 
confusion. 

Regular programming breaks down as the studio struggles with casualty updates, firefighting 
developments and the like. A shaken Pierson speculates about Martian technology. The New 
Jersey state militia declares martial law and attacks the cylinder; a message from their field 
headquarters lectures about the overwhelming force of properly equipped infantry and the 
helplessness of the Martians in Earth's gravity until a tripod alien fighting machine rears up 
from the pit. 

The Martians obliterate the militia, and the studio returns, now describing the Martians as an 
invading army. Emergency response bulletins give way to damage reports and evacuation 
instructions as millions of refugees clog the roads. Three Martian tripods from the cylinder 
destroy power stations and uproot bridges and railroads, reinforced by three others from a 
second cylinder as gas explosions continue. An unnamed Secretary of the Interior (Kenny 
Delma) advises the nation. (The secretary was originally intended to be a portrayal of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, then President, but CBS insisted this detail, among others, be 
changed. Welles directed Delmar to nonetheless imitate Roosevelt's voice.) 

A live connection is established to a field artillery battery. Its gun crew reports damaging one 
machine and a release of black smoke/poison gas before fading into the sound of coughing. 
The lead plane of a wing of bombers broadcasts its approach and remains on the air as their 
engines are burned by the Heat-Ray and the plane dives on the invaders. Radio operators go 
active and fall silent, most right after reporting the approach of the black smoke. The 
bombers destroyed one machine, but cylinders are falling all across the country. 
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This section ends famously: A news reporter, broadcasting from atop the CBS building, 
describes the Martian invasion of New York City - "five great machines" wading across the 
Hudson River, poison smoke drifting over the city, people running and diving into the East 
River "like rats", others "falling like flies"- until he, too, succumbs to the poison gas. Finally, 
a despairing ham radio operator is heard calling, "2X2L calling CQ. Isn't there anyone on the 
air? Isn't there anyone on the air? Isn't there... anyone?" 

After an intermission for station identification, in which announcer Dan Seymour mentions 
that the show is fiction, the last third is a monologue and dialogue. Welles returns as 
Professor Pierson, describing the aftermath of the attacks. The story ends, as does the 
novel, with the Martians falling victim to earthly pathogenic germs, to which they have no 
immunity. 

After the play, Welles informally breaks character to remind listeners that the broadcast was 
a Halloween concoction, the equivalent, as he puts it, "of dressing up in a sheet, jumping out 
of a bush and saying, Bool' 

Popular mythology holds this "disclaimer" was hastily added to the broadcast at the 
insistence of CBS executives as they became aware of panic inspired by the program; in 
fact, it had appeared in Koch's working script for the play. 

Some listeners heard only a portion of the broadcast and, in the atmosphere of tension and 
anxiety prior to World War II, took it to be an actual news broadcast. Newspapers reported 
that panic ensued, with people across the Northeastern United States and Canada fleeing 
their homes. Some people called CBS, newspapers or the police in confusion over the 
realism of the news bulletins. 

Future Tonight Show host Jack Paar had announcing duties that night for Cleveland CBS 
affiliate WGAR. As panicked listeners called the studio, Paar attempted to calm them on the 
phone and on air by saying, "The world is not coming to an end. Trust me. When have I ever 
lied to you?" When the listeners started charging Paar with "covering up the truth", he called 
WGAR's station manager for help. Oblivious to the situation, the manager advised Paar to 
calm down, saying it was "all a tempest in a teapot. " 

In Concrete, Washington, phone lines and electricity went out due to a short-circuit at the 
Superior Portland Cement Company's substation. Residents were unable to call neighbors, 
family or friends to calm their fears. Reporters who heard of the coincidental blackout sent 
the story over the news -wire, and soon Concrete was known worldwide. 

Within one month, newspapers had published 12,500 articles about the broadcast and its 
impact. Adolf Hitler cited the panic, as Richard J. Hand writes, as "evidence of the 
decadence and corrupt condition of democracy. " 
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Later studies indicate that many missed the repeated notices about the broadcast being 
fictional, partly because The Mercury Theatre on the Air, an unsponsored cultural program 
with a relatively small audience, ran at the same time as the NBC Red Network's popular 
Chase and Sanborn Hour. About 15 minutes into Chase and Sanborn, the first comic sketch 
ended and a musical number began, and many listeners began tuning around the dial at that 
point. 

According to the American Experience program The Battle Over Citizen Kane, Welles knew 
the schedule of Chase and Sanborn and scheduled the first report from Grover's Mill at the 
12-minute mark to heighten the audience's confusion. As a result, some listeners happened 
upon the CBS broadcast at the point the Martians emerge from their spacecraft. Because the 
broadcast was unsponsored, Welles and company could schedule breaks at will rather than 
structuring them around necessary advertisements. 

As a result, the only notices that the broadcast was fictional came at the start of the 
broadcast and about 40 and 55 minutes into it. 

A study by the Radio Project discovered that some who panicked presumed that Germans, 
not Martians, had invaded. 

"The shadow of war was constantly in and on the air. People were on edge", wrote Welles 
biographer Frank Brady: For the entire month prior to The War of the Worlds, radio had kept 
the American public alert to the ominous happenings throughout the world. The Munich crisis 
was at its height. Adolf Hitler, in his address to the annual Nazi party congress at Nuremberg 
in September, called for the autonomy of the Sudetenland, an area on the Czech border 
regions populated by three million Sudeten Germans, as they were called. 

Hitler ranted and lied over German radio ... for the first time in history, the public could tune 
into their radios every night and hear, boot-by-boot, accusation-by-accusation, threat-by- 
threat, the rumblings that seemed inevitably leading to a world war. 

In the aftermath of the reported panic, CBS responded to public outcry by pointing to 
reminders throughout the broadcast that it was a performance. Welles and Mercury Theatre 
escaped punishment but not censure; CBS is believed to have had to promise never again to 
use "we interrupt this program" for dramatic effect. However, many radio commercials to this 
day do start with the phrase "We interrupt this program". The notoriety of the broadcast led 
the Campbell Soup Company to sponsor the show; The Mercury Theatre on the Air was 
renamed The Campbell Playhouse. 

Many listeners sued the network for "mental anguish" and "personal injury". All suits were 
dismissed, except for a claim for a pair of black men 's shoes (size 9B) by a Massachusetts 
man, who spent his shoe money to escape the Martians. Welles insisted the man be paid. 
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A meeting between H.G. Wells and Orson Welles was broadcast on Radio KTSA San 
Antonio, a CBS affiliate, on October 28, 1940. Wells expressed a lack of understanding of the 
apparent panic and suggested it may have been only pretense, like the American version of 
Halloween, for fun. The two men and their radio interviewer joked with embarrassment about 
the matter. 

On December 14, 1988, the original radio script for The War of the Worlds was sold at 
auction at Sotheby's in New York by author Howard Koch. The typescript bears the 
handwritten deletions and additions of Orson Welles and producer John Houseman. It was 
thought to have been the only copy of the script known to survive. 

"The police came in after the broadcast and seized whatever copies they could find as 
evidence, I suppose", Koch told The New York Times. "There was a question that we had 
done something that might have criminal implications. " 

Expected to bring between $25, 000 and $35, 000, the script sold for $ 143, 000 — setting a 
record for an article of entertainment memorabilia. "I had a private offer of $60,000", Koch 
said after selling the 46-page script, which had been in his file cabinet for years. "They 
advised me to take the gamble. I guess it was the right gamble. " 

A second surviving War of the Worlds radio script — Welles's own directorial copy, given to 
an associate for safekeeping — was auctioned June 2, 1994, at Christie's in New York. 
Estimated to bring $15,000 to $20,000, the script was sold for $32,200. The successful 
bidder was filmmaker Steven Spielberg, whose collection also includes one of the three balsa 
"Rosebud" sleds from Citizen Kane. Spielberg adapted The War of the Worlds for a feature 
film in 2005 starring Tom Cruise. 

The New Jersey Township of West Windsor, where Grover's Mill is located, commemorated 
the 50th anniversary of the broadcast in 1988 with four days of festivities including art and 
planetarium shows, a panel discussion, a parade, burial of a time capsule, a dinner dance, 
film festivals devoted to H. G. Wells and Orson Welles, and the dedication of a bronze 
monument to the fictional Martian landings. 

Howard Koch, an author of the original radio script, attended the 49th anniversary celebration 
as an honored guest. 

On October 29, 2013, the PBS documentary series American Experience will examine The 
War of the Worlds broadcast on the eve of its 75th anniversary. [End] 

Lum and Rue Pratt family and the War of the Worlds 

Many of you may wonder why I included such detail concerning this historic 1 938 War of the 
Worlds broadcast, the answer is simple... I wanted to know if Lum and Rue and family 
listened to the historic broadcast and what they thought about it, including their reactions. 
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I asked the only survivor left of their family... my Dad and he said that Lum and Rue and the 
family were listening to this broadcast at the time of its production. I asked him, did anyone 
feel threatened or scared and he said everyone that it was interesting and amusing but didn't 
think anything about it. 

He said they did not take it seriously and dismissed it as folly and entertainment... after all, 
Grover Mills, New Jersey the site of the invasion was a long way from Bourbon, Missouri. 

1938 DEATH OF MOTHER! LAURA MARY MAGDALENE (MISSEY) PRATT 
LUM'S AGE 44 YEARS, 4 MONTHS, 16 DAYS 

Lum's mother; Laura Mary Magdalene (MISSEY) Pratt died at her home on 
Spruce Street or Highway JJ in Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri on Sunday, 17 April 1938. 

Due to the large crowd of family and friends, they decided to hold the funeral in 
her front yard.

Great Grandmother Pratt was buried next to her husband Henry Winslow Pratt in the 
Harrison Cemetery, Vilander, Liberty Township, Crawford County, Missouri. 
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1938 Chester Milford Skaggs (Son-in-law) and Mary Edith (PRATT) 

(Daughter) were married 
lum's age 44 years, 6 months, 24 days 

Chester Skaggs of Potosi, Washington County Missouri over the age of 21 and Mary Edith 
(PRATT) of Bourbon, Crawford County, Missouri over the age of 1 8 were married on 
Saturday, 25 June 1938 in Farmington, Saint Francois, Missouri, United States. 

The Marriage of Chester Milford and Mary Edith (PRATT) Skaggs 

Seventeen-year-old Mary Edith (PRATT) was her mother's right hand. Taking care of her 
brothers and little sister, was an ominous task. Not only was she required to attend Bourbon 
school on a daily basis but also the household duties associated with 4 brothers and 1 sister 
including her own homework left little time for a social life. 

On the other hand, Chester Milford Skaggs, born in Bonne Terre, Perry Township, Saint 
Francois County, Missouri, 6 years her senior, a rugged handsome young man living in 
Potosi, Missouri working as a tiff miner seemed like a good potential husband and marriage 
offered an opportunity for her to get away from the drudgeries of a small town life. 

Edith loved to dream of far away places and exotic ports of call, in fact, after their marriage 
they used to travel quite a bit. 

Where or when they met is unclear but a romance blossomed and young Mary Edith and 
Chester discussed marriage. I imagine when they presented their proposal to Lum and Rue; 
the idea of marriage at her young age was not received well. 

Probably many arguments ensued with hurt feelings all the way around. If you entertain the 
idea that Edith was with child, then dismiss that idea since Edith could not have children and 
she was barren her whole life, hence they adopted. 

The reason I feel the marriage was not accepted with open arms is based on two 
observations. First, when Chester and Edith finally get married they do so in his birth county 
in Farmington, Saint Francois County, Missouri. 

You might jump to the conclusion that they married at his parent's home and you would be 
wrong. Chester's parents; Winfield "Winey" Curtis and Mary Catherine (HAGGARD) Skaggs 
were living in Potosi and had been for the last 1 0 years. Maybe the Skaggs were not too 
keen on this marriage either. 

Second, when I asked my father, when at the age of 1 1 years old did he and his parents 
attend Aunt Edith's wedding down in Farmington in 1 938 he stated they did not. 
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Bourbon to Farmington two counties away was a long distance and Lum had an old Ford 
pick-up truck by that time and if they wanted to go to the wedding they could have. 

On the other hand, if they did not want the neighbors to know their daughter was getting 
married at an early age then the marriage out of town may have been their idea. I don't think 
that was the scenario since after Chester and Edith were married they moved into the 
Johnson house with her parents as depicted in the 1940 census.. .the neighbors knew 
anyway. 

So, it appears Chester and Edith without the support of either side of the family, eloped to 
Farmington and were married. 

I wonder why Edith didn't want her own pastor at her Methodist Church in Bourbon marry 
them? Since both Chester and Edith are gone at this point we really can't ask the questions. 

What makes this marriage strange... for hundreds of years it was always customary for 
daughters to marry at the bride's parent's home. Regardless of where the groom came from 
the bride's parent's home was 99% the chosen location for the marriage. 

With Chester and Edith's choice of marriage in Farmington, Missouri, far from her parents 
and far from his parents, it appears neither side of the family sanctioned this marriage. 

It hard to believe, knowing Uncle Chester like I do, but Chester may not have been liked by 
some of the key Pratt family members. If this was the case, then Edith married him out of 
spite. I know from experience, what it is like to raise a rebellious daughter. 

If Chester and Edith were alive today, we could ask them concerning their marriage but I 
have found when asking older family members about their actions that took place long ago, 
will not yield the truth concerning those actions. I asked my birth mother why she and my 
father got a divorce when I was one year old and she said flippantly, "It was just one of those 
things". 

Nevertheless, it appears once Chester and Edith were married, someone in the Pratt family 
convinced the other family members to allow Chester and Edith to live with them and 
provided them with a private apartment on the second floor of the Johnson house. I suspect 
Grandmother Rue may have been the driving force concerning this decision. 

Dad confirms that Edith and Chester lived on the second floor and the rest of the Pratt family, 
including Grandpa Johnson lived on the first floor. Dad also said that Chester made good 
money and when Edith would cook Chester's dinner, they could smell the pork chops 
cooking upstairs and it was driving them crazy downstairs because it smelled so good.

H. Pratt on Monday, 14 August 1939 from the Central Mutual Insurance Co. 

I can't help believe that buying life insurance on his sons was his wife; Rue's idea. I don't 
know if it was prompted by the talk in the house about the war in Europe or something else.

LUM'S AGE 45 YEARS, 8 MONTHS, 13 DAYS 
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It seems strange to me that the policy only covers the boys and it does not cover all the boys. 
Left out is oldest son; Carl Benjamin Pratt, who was already in the Navy at this time. 
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Also, why didn't they include coverage for their 1 0-year-old daughter; Nadine? Maybe it had 
to do with the premium being too high to cover Nadine or some medical reason. 

Nadine died in December from influenza as a non-specific meningitis contributory. She could 
have been suffering from meningitis or some other medical condition at the time they bought 
the policy and the insurance company did not want to cover her on the policy. 

Nadine was still alive, this policy was purchased in August and Nadine died in December. 

The significance of this life insurance policy shouldn't be lost on the reader. Evidently it was 
not a coincidence that after engaging in various occupations that Lum and Rue's son; Floyd 
chose the insurance industry as his vocation. 

He started selling policies in 20's and over a period of years worked his way to middle 
management and eventually he was promoted to President, a title he held with several major 
insurance carriers. Not bad for a country boy with an 8 th grade education.

Nadine Wilma Pearl (PRATT) died at McFarland Hospital, Highway 63 & Pine Street, Rolla, 
Phelps, Missouri on Saturday, 9 December 1939. 

According to her death certificate, 1 0-year-old Nadine died of influenza as a non-specific 
meningitis contributory. Even though she was under Hospital care, she had been treated 
since the 28th of November and she died on the 9th of December. She was buried in the 
Bourbon Cemetery.

Since these children are dressed up in Sunday "best" clothes, it appears they may have been 
to a funeral or church. This assumption is based on the original picture showing several rock 
pillars with fence wire standing as if they were fence posts to the right of the children. Also, 
these children are standing in a field. 

Floyd looks like he is about 13 or 14 years old, which would make this picture circa around 
1 939-1 940. Floyd is also wearing a sailor cap. 

His older brother Carl Benjamin Pratt would have been 1 9-20 by 1 939-1 940 and Uncle Carl 
had enlisted in the Navy in 1 939. So, I believe Floyd is wearing his brother Carl's sailor cap. 

Roy looks like he is a little older around 1 5-1 6, which would make the picture circa 1 939- 
1940. 

The dark haired girl standing in front of Roy does not look like their sister; Mary Edith 
(PRATT) since Edith would be 1 8-1 9 years old by 1 939-1 940 and married to Chester 
Skaggs. 

Their sister; Nadine Wilma Pearl (PRATT) would be about 1 0 to1 1 years old by 1 939-1 940 
so the girl looking down holding a boy could be Nadine. 

Lum and Rue's youngest son; James Henry Pratt would be about 9 to1 0 years old in 1 939- 
1940. This could be the blond haired boy that Nadine is holding in the overhauls. Unknown, 
who the 2 or 3 year old is, looks like he didn't want to be there. 

Therefore, I believe we have a mixture of Pratt children from 2 or more families represented 
in the picture. 

The only other Pratt relatives living in Bourbon around 1939-1940 is the children of Virgil 
Ranson and Eula Viola (RICHARDSON) Pratt family. 

All the rest of Lum's siblings were either childless or were living in different counties of 
Missouri. 

Therefore, I think these "Pratt" children are a combination of Great Uncle Virgil's children and 
some of Lum and Rue's. 
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Rue and Children's Church Affiliation 

Rue in obedience to the Lord's commandment, to her credit, thought it was necessary that 
her children receive a moral spiritual education in addition to an academic worldly education. 

Each Sunday and I imagine during the week she accompanied her children to her church for 
this vital instruction. 

We know that Lum and Rue were married in the Bourbon Methodist Church in 1 91 9. 

According to my research, the Pratts and allied families were Methodist dating all the way 
back to their Tennessee roots. Apparently, the Johnsons were also Methodists. 

Since Lum Pratt was not a religious man, then when he and Rue were married, the Methodist 
Church was probably her choice. 

What we don't know is when Rue switched her affiliation from Methodist to the Bourbon 
Pentecostal Church on Railroad Street in Bourbon. 




Bourbon Pentacostal Church 

This is the church I remember attending when we would visit Grandmother Rue in the 1 950's. 

Sometime later this church became the First Assembly of God Church of Bourbon. They built 
a new building out old Highway 66. 
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Grandmother Rue lived down the dirt road now called Walton Street behind the church in a 
house on the right and across the street in the trees in this picture was Great Uncle Virgil and 
Great Aunt Eula's Pratt's house. 

Grandmother Rue would always talk Dad into staying the night and attending church with 
her, she wanted her friends from Bourbon to see what a fine family her son had and to show 
off her good looking grandchildren. 

Also, she knew her grandchildren were not getting any moral religious training at home, so 
this was her way of helping to educate her grandchildren to the ways of the Lord. 

Dad recalls every Sunday all his siblings would get dressed for church and his mother; Rue 
with baby James in tow would take her children to church exercising her righteous 
stewardship over her charges. 

Sadly, Lum never felt that he owed any gratitude to the Savior for his blessings or that he 
should set a good example for his children by attending church with his family. For more 
information concerning this subject read my 28-page article, " Real Men. . .Go To Church 
with Their Families ". 

Sometime later, something happened to the Pentecostal Church and became the Bourbon 
Assembly of God Church using the same building and location. I guess with all your family 
and friends still in the congregation, Grandmother Rue decided she liked the "new" preacher 
and switched to the Bourbon Assembly of God Church named First Assembly of God Church 
where she retained her membership until her death in 1 983. 

In Grandmother Rue's shoebox of pictures was a pocket-sized New Testament scripture. 
Dad says this was Lum's scripture and when Lum was near death; he claimed to believe in 
the Savior. However, the Lord does not hold any credence in deathbed confessions. 

The Lord's purpose in giving us laws to live by is to see who will be valiant and faithful and 
live by these laws and who will not. Since only a portion of the full gospel was given to man 
on this earth, the Lord will not hold you responsible for the laws you did not receive, only 
those you did have knowledge of and how you lived those laws while in the flesh. 

The Savior commissioned the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints to perform on 
behalf of our kindred dead, Holy ordinances that can only be performed in his Temples. The 
Lord believes in second chances and Lum and billions like him have an opportunity to hear 
the full Gospel of Jesus Christ and then and only then after they have heard the fullness of 
the Gospel will they be asked to decide in the spirit if they want to accept the teachings and 
live by his principles or reject these concepts. 

This is why we claim, "Families can be together forever". The choice is theirs.

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1 939- 1 947 Lum's Journal Records 

Between 1 939-1 947 Columbus B. Pratt worked was an entrepreneur as a self-employed 
master stonemason around the Crawford, Franklin and Washington County areas. 

Actually, we really don't know when Lum began his stonemason career and it appears he 
continued this vocation until death. 

However, he kept good written records of accounts from various work jobs and wages 
earned. 

The following are his journal notes listing the name of the client and Lum's charges for that 
particular job, sadly only some are dated. 

Some of the names will be very familiar to some of you, because we grandchildren grew up 
hearing Grandmother Rue say some of the names of these people in and around the 
Bourbon community when we visited her. 

These journals also indicate, Lum made a very good living and it looks like he was busy and 
his work was in demand. 
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It appears Lum Pratt worked at this profession until the day he died in 1 947. There are 
journal entries dated 1 947.

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They were all living in the Johnson House as of 1 April 1 935 except Chester was living in 
Potosi, Missouri working as a Tiff miner. This was before he married Mary Edith (PRATT) in 
1938. 

Columbus worked as a laborer doing road improvements, Lee Johnson Sr., worked as an 
assistant cashier in a bank. Maybe Lee worked in his father's bank; however, we don't know 
if James Millard Johnson Sr. retained his partnership in the Bourbon Bank after the 
depression. 

Chester worked as truck driver for a feed store. This was for Hartung Feed in Bourbon; Dad 
says Uncle Chester taught him how to drive in that old feed truck. 

Chester would slide over by the door and Dad would get behind the wheel and that's how he 
learned to drive. Chester and Edith lived upstairs in the Johnson house and had separate 
cooking facilities. 

James Millard Johnson Sr. owned the home at Walnut and Blue Springs Road. Even though 
Columbus Pratt is shown in the 1 940 census as head of the house, it was actually owned by 
his father-in-law; Judge James Millard Johnson Sr. 

As explained above, Chester and Edith lived upstairs and had separate cooking facilities and 
would cook great meals that other members of the house would smell and envy. 

Chester left the tiff-mining job and by the 1 940 census date now drives a truck for the 
Hartung feed store in Bourbon.

Lum's father-in-law; Judge James Millard Johnson Sr. died at the Johnson 
house in Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri on 
Wednesday, 21 May 1 941 . 

Judge James Millard Johnson is a descendant of Benjamin and Amelia 
( ) Johnson from Rowan County, North Carolina. 

Benjamin and Amelia left Iredell County, North Carolina for Franklin County, 
Missouri in 1 823 and began to purchase property and entrench themselves 
into the Franklin County community. 

James' father; Martin accompanied his parents to Franklin County and 
learned the profession of farming and cattle ranching. 
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Judge Johnson was born near Moselle, Central Township, Franklin County, Missouri and 
grew up in the finest schools and was educated in all manners of business. 

His father; Martin dying at an early age, James' mother; Comfort (OSBORN) Drace Johnson, 
a woman of refined manners and trained in all the graces an educated culture had to offer, 
raised James to adulthood until her death in 1877. 

In 1884, James began courting another well-educated refined lady of Bourbon; Mary Jane 
Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON). They were married at her father's home in Bourbon. It was in 
1 892 that James built the house on the hill at Walnut Street and Blue Springs Road. 

His in-laws, William and Harriet (KING) Barton lived down the hill from the house in the back 
at the corner of Cedar and Watkins Street. 

James farmed and acquired enough financial backing to open a mercantile store in Bourbon 
and he bought a partnership in the Bourbon Bank. Earning a reputation as an honest and 
fair, upright man and pillar of the community, 

James Johnson was appointed a Circuit Court Judge of Crawford County circa 1 900-1 903. 

Losing his wife; Dosia and mother of his seven children to epilepsy in 1 91 3, James, 5 years 
later, married widow Mrs. Mary Louvincy Emily (KING) Chappell. 

Mary Emily (KING) daughter of Senator Daniel Jacob "Jake" and Harriet E. (FISHER) King of 
Mountain View Town, Blue Mountain Twp, Stone County, Arkansas married 1 st John Franklin 
"Frank" Chappell and after 5 children he died in 1 909. 

Emily ran a motel and rooming house in Mountain Home and shortly after the death of her 
husband, she sold her property and moved to Bourbon, Missouri where she bought the 
Bourbon Hotel across the street from future husband; Judge James Millard Johnson's bank. 

After their marriage, Emily moved in with Judge Johnson in his home on Walnut Street. Emily 
died in 1936 in Bourbon, Missouri. 

Apparently, after the death of Judge Johnson in 1 941 , the Columbus Pratt family did not have 
the financial means to purchase the property from his estate and moved into William and 
Harriet (KING) Barton's home down the hill from the Johnson home. 

After the death of William and Harriet in 1922-1920, their son; Alonzo "Lon" Barton inherited 
the Barton home and rented the property to the Pratts. Dad remembers as a young boy 
taking the $6 a month down to Lon Barton's house to pay the rent. 
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With the death of James Millard Johnson, Lum not only lost a father-in-law; but he lost a 
good and dear friend to his family and Crawford County lost a great citizen and benefactor to 
the Bourbon community. 



From Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri to Lafayette & Jefferson at Saint 
Louis (city), Missouri. 

Lum and family decided to move into St. Louis to take advantage of employment 
opportunities. With the declaration of war, the whole country needed support services of all 
kinds. 

Manufacturers, plants and industrial companies retooled their machinery for the war effort. 

My Grandmother and mother to my mother Dorothy (BEDNAREK) Pratt; Anna (KIER) 
Bednarek worked at The St. Louis Army Ammunition Plant on Goodfellow Boulevard in St. 
Louis making bullets. 

Consequently, workers were needed for the war effort in all the major cities.. .regardless of 
gender. 

Dad says after a few months of living in Saint Louis, Lum and Rue did not like city life and 
decided to move back to Bourbon with his little brother Jim. 

However at the age of 14, Dad, Floyd Theodore "Ted" Pratt says he paid $10 a month to 
Uncle Henry Arthur "Art" & Aunt Hazel Belle (COZIAH) Darnell Schwartz Bellamy Vail Stall 
Pratt for room & board in 1 942. He said they lived in a flat on Texas Avenue in St. Louis. 
(See Floyd's C2G Profile of details. Yes, Art was Hazel's 6th husband.) 

According to the 1940 census, Floyd only had a sixth grade education. He has stated he had 
completed the 8 years at Bourbon School. So, we really don't know when Lum and Rue 
moved into St. Louis it could have been after Floyd completed the 8 th grade in 1 942.

Brother, Arthur and wife Hazel Belle (COZIAH) Pratt were living in Saint Louis at this time 
and Art was working as a mechanic.

On Vernon's marriage record to Jacob Ivan Steidel in 1 937 she is listed as Vernon Payne. 
This means either Payne is her birth surname or Payne was her previously married name. 

In any case, daughter; Marylou was born in 1 928 in Paducah, McCracken County, Kentucky, 
United States before her mother married Jacob Ivan Steidel. 



I could not locate them in the 1 930 census, however, Vernon Payne divorced Marylou's 
father between 1930-1937 because on the 19 th of October 1937 in Clayton, Central 
Township, Saint Louis (county), Missouri she married Jacob Ivan Steidel. 

Jacob Ivan Steidel born in Osage Township, Crawford County, Missouri, United States on 27 
July 1913. Son of Fred and Melvina (SCHWARTZLANDER) Steidel from Germany and 
Illinois respectively. The Steidels are buried in the New Dillard Cemetery, Osage Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri. 

Since Jacob married Marylou's mother; Vernon Payne after Marylou was born, indicates he 
is not Marylou's father. 

Jacob and family are listed in the 1 940 census of Osage Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri, United States with Marylou and sister; Jane and they are listed as Steidel children. 

It was customary to the detriment of the children, for "new" husbands to give to their 
previously married spouse's children their surname. This was done to take away reproach of 
the female and all bad feelings that neighbors, friends or families may harbor against the 
widowed or divorced woman. 



However, when doing so, the unauthorized name change of the children robbed them of their 
birth father's surname and family heritage. 

Therefore, learning the birth father of Marylou is going to require additional hard research. 

After the 1 940 census, Marylou who now goes by Steidel, married 1 st Drinkard. They 

divorced before 1943 when Marylou Steidel Drinkard married 2 nd Roy Pratt. 

Apparently, after Roy and Marylou's marriage, the association did not work out and Roy Pratt 

and Mary Lou ( ) Steidel Drinkard Pratt were divorced 1943-1945 in Union, Union Twp, 

Franklin, Missouri. 
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When I would travel from Florida to visit my parents in St. Clair, Missouri, I would stop by to 
see Uncle Roy and his 3 rd wife Bernice Irene (STRAIN) Clark Pratt in Maiden, Missouri. 

I asked Uncle Roy all about his life and previous wives and collected a great deal of 
information. The reason I included such detail concerning this marriage is to give interested 
researchers a head start if they are interested in researching Marylou's family.

THE HARTUNG FAMILY 

Adolph Hartung and his wife, Ida May and their children came to Bourbon about 
1924. They rented a house on Highway C (later the home of Wm. Voss) and after a 
short time rented the farm now owned by Elmer Tyree. The next year they moved to 
town where Adolph started a produce business. With his regular trips to St. Louis it was 
a logical step for him to begin hauling goods for others and the Hartung Transportation 
Co., was born. By the lime Adolph died in 1932, his son August had taken over the 
trucking business which he and his sons operated until 1958. 

The elder Hartungs were the parents of four sons, August. Roy, Robert and Jess, and 
five daughters, Lillie, Laveme, Celeste, Violet, and Frances. Mrs. Hartung died in 
1957. 

Roy Hartung went into the produce business as a young man. He and his wife, the 
former Ethel Landon, started a feed and produce store in the old Cash Store building on 
Pine Street. In 1936 they built a larger place on Elm Street in front of their home. They 
operated the business for 42 years. Roy also had a turkey farm west of town for many 
years and dressed hundreds of turkeys for the Christmas and Thanksgiving holidays. 

Roy Hartung was a Bourbon Booster and served on the City Council. He was mayor 
of Bourbon for three terms. He also served on the board of Crawford Electric Coopera- 
tive and was one of the first volunteer firemen. In February 1973. he was forced by ill 
health t n "Hft* and sell his business. Roy Hartung died in 1978.

The Courtship and Marriage of Carl Benjamin Pratt and 
Mary Theresa (BRESCIA) Caro 

Uncle Carl was either on leave from the Navy or had been discharged when he was in 
Baltimore, Maryland. He met and began a courtship with a beautiful 23-year-old girl, named 
Mary Theresa (BRESCIA) Caro. 

Mary had been previously married circa 1940-1945 to Peter Caro, which ended in a divorce. 
Mary is the daughter of James Vincenzo "Vincent" and Maria Teresa Concetta (RIMOLA) 
Brescia from Italy. Devoted Catholics, James and Maria were not pleased with their 
daughter's divorce, which was contrary to their Catholic beliefs. 
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All through her adult life, Aunt Mary never talked about her first marriage and was always 
made to feel ashamed because of the divorce. No one else in Uncle Carl's family really 
cared, but nevertheless Aunt Mary carried the stigmatism of a divorced woman with her, her 
whole life and felt she was unjustly persecuted and rightly so. 

Aunt Mary was a wonderful woman and Uncle Carl was lucky to have such a loving and 
devoted partner. After, their marriage in Baltimore, Uncle Carl brought his new bride home to 
meet his parents. 

According to Dad, some of the Pratt family members were not too keen on a Catholic bride in 
the family since most of Pratts were Methodists, Pentecostal and eventually became 
Assembly of God churchgoers. 

The scriptures are very clear where the Lord states that one should marry within their tribe, 
clan and race and share a common background with the same goals and aspirations. 
However, when did mankind ever obey their Heavenly Father and take his advice? 

In order for you to understand what Carl and Mary were up against, let me explain the 
religious atmosphere in a small rural American town. 

Most people went to church because their parents took them to church when they were 
children. These families would build long lasting friendships and acquaintances with the 
people they attended church with even to the extent of doing business with the same people. 

As the small town grew, new ideas and different peoples from strange cultures began to 
move into the community. 

Instead of a Baptist Church, now their was a Methodist Church, and then a Lutheran Church, 
then a Catholic Church and as these churches moved into the community and started to 
establish themselves, families taught their children the evils of those varying churches, 
teaching prejudices based on ignorance. 

This intolerance to different ideas had its roots in Lucifer's philosophy. From the beginning of 
time, Lucifer has always known that to conquer the saints, one much separate and divide. 

Bourbon was no exception. The competition between the churches and the preachers were 
so severe as to turn the community into a war zone. 

I remember reading in newspapers that in the early 1 900's, one group of citizens would plot 
and burn down another church and members of opposing churches reciprocated those acts 
of violence. 

The seeds of religious prejudice were planted in the minds of the children at an early age and 
these religious "clicks" were not very kind to others with opposing viewpoints. 
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This lack of tolerance was standard in a small community and unfortunately this was the 
prevalent attitude that Carl and Mary found when he went home to introduce his bride. 

Millions of young men and woman who had gone away to war, had seen events and horrors 
coupled with beautiful places meeting a variety of peoples and cultures that removed any and 
all prejudices they may have harbored before the war. Their new attitude was live and let live 
and to each his own. 

This open-minded freshness, carried over not only to the choices of their marriage partners 
but to the very occupations they had been trained to do prior to the war and now with an 
expansion of experiences, duties and knowledge, they didn't want to work at the same jobs 
they had before the war. 

Young men did not go home and take over the family business; especially after they had 
been trained and educated to do more complex and financially rewarding professions. 

Dad says when he returned from the war, he helped his Dad build a barn out of local rock. 
Dad says in the heat of the summer, he had to carry a large pallet of rocks on his shoulder 
using a hod carrier up a ladder onto the roof of a barn. He said to himself, there's got to be a 
better way to earn a living. 

This was the case with each of Lum and Rue's children who came back from the war. None 
of the boys wanted a backbreaking career such as stone masonry and all chose to engage in 
less demanding hard labor and each one prospered in their own professions. 

However, the prejudices and close-minded attitudes that prevailed in small communities 
could not be avoided and these attitudes created hardship and hurt feelings among the 
community members. 

Not everyone in the Pratt family found fault with Carl's new bride and some offered her 
unconditional Christian love as depicted in the scriptures. 

Grandmother Rue and the Skaggs family attended the Pentecostal Church as well as aunts, 
uncles and friends. However, Lum never found much value in church and did not attend with 
his family. It wasn't until near his death he professed a belief in the Savior. 

The Savior is not interested in deathbed confessions, but is more interested in how you lived 
his teachings during your life. He realizes that all people will sin, and through the atonement 
he has taken care of that penalty, however, living a Christian life on a daily basis is most 
important. 

He desires each and every one of us to be tested and challenged throughout our lives to see 
if we will choose the right or the easy path. Living the gospel principals is much more 
important... not professing them. 
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The first step to recognizing that you are on the correct path is to study and become familiar 
with the scriptures and teachings of the gospel. This is why he instructs parents to attend 
church with their children. Without knowing the rules or gospel principals, how can you learn 
how to be a good example and instruct your family by helping them to recognize wise or 
foolish choices? 

And if you choose to learn and teach others the gospel, then the Lord blesses you and your 
family, even if you fail short at living up to these principals... he still rewards you for 
trying. ..after repentance. 

But, the atmosphere concerning Carl and Mary when he returned home was very 
uncomfortable and I don't know what was said or who said it, but they felt offended and 
moved to St. Louis and raised their family far from Bourbon. 

I remember when attending the family reunions in Bourbon when I was a child, the buzz was 
always... "Are Carl and Mary coming to the family reunion?" Sometimes they came and 
sometimes they did not. Hurtful, unkind words had damaged their relationship with his side of 
the family and these damaged feelings created distant aloof associations lasting until their 
death. 

Individually, all were welcomed at Uncle Carl and Aunt Mary's home but they avoided the 
family reunions and other get-togethers. 

However, when I reached adulthood, I found Uncle Carl and Aunt Mary wonderful people and 
I remember fellowshipping with their son; Johnny who played the saxophone and was in his 
high school's orchestra school band that played for my 1967 Senior Prom at Pattonville High 
School in St. Ann, Missouri. 

I always felt it foolish and hypocritical that others judged others base on their religious 
affiliation. 

Too many fights, misunderstandings, disagreements have taken place within families and 
whole countries because someone doesn't agree with someone else's religious affiliations. 

The scriptures are very clear; we will be judged on how each of us lived according to the 
scriptures we knew and understood regardless of what church we belonged to. How sad, that 
all those years of love and fellowship with family members were lost due to prejudices and 
misunderstandings. 

Nevertheless, Uncle Carl and Aunt Edith were wonderful people and raised great children 
and if their religion made them better people and closer to their Heavenly Father then that is 
all the Lord can ask and as for me.. .I miss them dearly.

Floyd's formal education was mostly experience he had gained while in the service. Neither 
an avid book reader nor one to seek a higher education, but young and wanting fun and 
excitement he went where the action was. Any and all church instructions were lost on him 
during the war and his interest could not be found in churches.

Floyd, a slender, handsome decorated war 
hero and Delores a beautiful, fun loving, high spirited beauty who both held steady jobs and 
with this combination of chemistry and magnetism, led to an interest, courtship and an 
eventual marriage following the natural progression of a blossoming relationship. 

Delores Virginia (BROWN) was born In City Hospital #1 , 1515 Lafayette Avenue, Saint Louis 
(city), Missouri on 31 October 1 925, daughter of Peter Conley and Olga Elmiria (O'DANIEL) 
Brown. 

Peter and Olga were from Weakley County, Tennessee and Dyer County, Tennessee 
respectively. Widower Peter and 1 7-year-old Olga were married in Dyer County, Tennessee 
on 16 March 1924.

After marriage to Olga, Peter took a position with the Kroger Company is St. Louis and 
transferred from Dyer County, Tennessee to St. Louis in 1 925. 

Peter and Olga were divorced sometime after Delores' sister; Dorothy Louise (BROWN) was 
born in 1927. 

Holding down a full time job and raising her two children without any help from her spouse; 
Olga took to the bars and taverns looking for a husband to help her with her children. After a 
courtship, Olga eventually married Clyde R. White, which led to another divorce circa 1 940-

eyes, 5' 1 0" tall, weight 1 90 lbs. 



Columbus' Grandfather Alexander R. Pratt was 7 years old when his parents; Henry and 
Nancy (CARTER) Pratt were forced by the United States Government on the infamous "Trail 
of Tears" in 1 838. 

Due to Henry's Cherokee heritage, they were forced by bayonet to leave their home in 
Monroe County, Tennessee, in the heat of the summer and marched in the cold of the winter 
until the Pratts "jumped" the trail in Crawford County, Missouri in March of 1839. 

Finding refuse in the hills of Crawford County, far from the prying eyes of the government, 
they eventually settled near Richwoods Township in Washington County, Missouri in 1 840.

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The Pratts were hunters and woodsmen and were able to produce a good living in spite of 
the anti-native laws the U.S. government passed. 

Alexander taught his sons to make railroad ties and staves for the mining companies. 

Also, avid hunters, they were able to supply their families and others with game and fish from 
the abundant rivers and creeks that populated Washington and Crawford Counties of 
Missouri. 

Passing those woodsmen skills on to his sons, Henry Winslow Pratt also produced a good 
living with the axe. 

Winslow's son; Columbus likewise, taught his sons these skills and loved the solitude of 
camping and hunting as well as fishing on the Meramec River. 

Dad says that his Dad would go down to the river and spend a few days alone enjoying the 
fishing and hunting and probably the peace and quiet. 

This is why Grandpa Lum owned a fishing and hunting license to keep in harmony with the 
law and to recall his youth with his father and the days they enjoyed at the Meramec River. 



1947 Death of Columbus "Lum" Benjamin Alexander Pratt 
lum's age 53 years, 8 months and 1 day 

Columbus "Lum" Benjamin Alexander Pratt died in Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford 
County, Missouri on 27 July 1 947. 

On January 25, 1947 and until his death, Dr. Ronald Scott D.O. of Bourbon began treating 
Columbus Pratt for chest pains. 

Myocardial infarction (Ml) or acute myocardial infarction (AMI), commonly known as a 
heart attack, results from the partial interruption of blood supply to a part of the heart 
muscle, causing the heart cells to be damaged or die. 

This is most commonly due to occlusion (blockage) of a coronary artery following the rupture 
of a vulnerable atherosclerotic plaque, which is an unstable collection of cholesterol and fatty 
acids and white blood cells in the wall of an artery. 

The resulting ischemia (restriction in blood supply) and ensuing oxygen shortage, if left 
untreated for a sufficient period of time, can cause damage or death (infarction of heart 
muscle tissue (myocardium).

I asked my father where Columbus was living at the time of his death and he, due to his old 
age could not give me a clear location. I also asked him if he went out to see his dad when 
he was ill and he said yes, but Floyd's memory is poor and I do not trust his memory 
anymore at this point of his life. He seemed to agree with anything I asked him. 

Armed with 40 years of family history information, covering 42,000 members associated with 
the Pratt family either through marriage or tangent relationships, I have amassed a huge 
database of information on these families. 



Starting as a novice with one piece of paper in 1 975, 1 now can claim authorship to over 300 
books, stories, articles, cradle to grave profiles, biographies, personal histories and pictures 
that I have produced to help advance the knowledge of these people for future generations. 

During this 40 year tenure, I have learned the process of documentation, how to produce a 
chronology of someone's life history, to provide source repositories, inject local, state and 
world history events into the subject's life, extract emotional, physical, financial and spiritual 
thought processes concerning my subjects.

Since, I am the only one living today who has become the most familiar with the life of 
Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt, then it is only fitting as his grandson, I should write his 
obituary in a manner befitting the respect he deserves. 

Therefore on the following pages is my rendition of the obituary of my grandfather; Columbus 
"Lum" Benjamin Alexander Pratt and after all my years of research, dedication and sacrifice, 
who else has earned the right to produce these biographies?

"Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt known by family and friends as Lum Pratt died on 
Sunday, July 27, 1 947 at his home at the old Johnson house at Walnut and Blue Springs 
Road in Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, Missouri. Lum had suffered from heart 
trouble for years. 

Lum was born on 1 December 1893 at Hamilton Hollow in Johnson Township in Washington 
County, Missouri in the log cabin his Cherokee grandfather; Henry Pratt had built in the 
1 840's. A son of Henry Winslow and Laura Mary Magdalene (MISSEY) Pratt, whom are both 
deceased and buried in the Harrison Cemetery at Vilander. 

On 12 April 1919, at the Bourbon Methodist Church, Lum was united in marriage to Rue 
Flavilla (JOHNSON) his spouse of 28 years who survives, daughter of Judge James Millard 
and Mary Jane Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) Johnson. The Johnsons are buried in the 
Bourbon Cemetery. 

Lum was a renowned master stonemason and many of his creations, chimneys, retaining 
walls and barns in the Crawford County community are still standing today and will for many 
years as a testimony to his skilled handiwork. 

Lum served in the U.S. Army in World War I as a horseshoer enlisting on July 21 , 1917 and 
trained at Camp Zachary Taylor in Louisville, Kentucky was honorably discharged 1 February 
1 0, 1 91 9. Lum loved to hunt and fish and sometimes drove a truck for various concerns 
including Gus Hartung of Hartung Transportation Company in Bourbon, Missouri. 

Lum and Rue were blessed with 6 children; [1] Mary Edith married Chester Milford Skaggs 
residing in Bourbon; [2] Carl Benjamin married Mary (BRESCIA) Caro Pratt residing in St. 
Louis, [3] Roy Lee married Gladys Louise (EATON) Anderson Pratt also residing in St. Louis, 
[4] Floyd Theodore "Ted" married Delores Virginia (BROWN) Pratt residing in St. Louis, [5] 
Nadine Wilma Pearl (PRATT) born 5 April 1929 in Bourbon and died on 9 December 1939. 
[6] James "Jim" Henry married Evellin Juanita (MILLER) living in Bourbon.

According to my Dad, Uncle Carl and Aunt Mary, Lum was known as honest and hard 
working. 

Through research, I have discovered that monetary wealth seemed to elude him, but he was 
never poor because he had good friends and family. 

As a stonemason, he is responsible for building most of the fireplaces and many of the stone 
retaining walls that are still standing in the city of Bourbon to this day. 

My father took me to several of the houses, barns, chimneys and retaining walls which Lum 
built and as a credit to his skill, engineering and professionalism, with a 6 th grade school 
education, these structures are still standing and functioning after almost 70 years. 

He was a disciplined man and he helped build character in his children. Those hard times 
required discipline and hard work to get through the depression years. 
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He professed a belief in the Savior before he died and has been greatly missed all these 
years. 

I never had the privilege of knowing my grandpa, in the flesh, but I knew him before I came to 
this earthly existence. We passed each other after he died on July 24, 1 947 and before I was 
born January 3, 1 948. 

So, we got to visit for a little while, before it was my turn to come to earth. I am looking 
forward to seeing him again and after all I have learned and know about him... I feel it will be 
even more of an honor to share his company. 



As comprehensive as this book has been concerning the life of Columbus Benjamin 
Alexander Pratt, there is room for additional information that needs to be discovered. 

Daily newspapers from Bourbon, Steelville and Sullivan need to be researched for additional 
tidbits of data about him, his family and his activities. 

I was only able to scratch the surface concerning his parents and family. Additional avenues 
of research are to secure pictures of his masonry work in and around Bourbon. I remember 
where those buildings are but until I can get to Bourbon to take pictures, I cannot include 
them in this book. 

Also, finding out if Grandmother Rue filed for a pension under his war record would be of 
interest. 

Checking with the Social Security Administration and ordering a copy of his application when 
he filed for a social security card and finding out if the $255 death claim had been filed and 
by whom. 

Checking the deed records in Crawford County to find out if Columbus had ever bought or 
inherited property. I checked but only for a few years. . .not until his death in 1 947. 

Did he ever file a will? Checking the probate records would be a good idea. 

Checking the court records for any litigation he may have been involved in. As a 
businessman, he may have had to take someone to court. 

Check with the Shanklin and Adams Funeral home to see if they have any records of his 
burial. See if there was an application or bill of sale recorded.

The 2008 Map of Bourbon, Missouri... 

Before we close the life of Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt, I want to insert a special 
map of Bourbon, Missouri. 

Now that I have introduced all the main characters in Lum Pratt's life, as you view this map 
you will read about familiar places and people. 

Back in 2008, 1 sent my father a map of Bourbon, Missouri and asked him to mark the map 
with places of interests that he knew of while he was growing up in Bourbon. These are 
people and places that Lum Pratt knew and visited. 

Dad, Floyd marked and wrote to the side of the map the incident or location of each of the 
places on the map. I have enclosed his original map in his handwriting and the map I created 
with a detailed annotation.

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This map written in my father's handwriting, due to its small size it maybe hard to read and 
discern. On the following page, I have enlarged the map and give a detailed annotation of 
each of the locations he has listed. 
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Bourbon circa 1930-1950 locations by Floyd Theodore Pratt 2008 
Annotations and comments by Floyd Thomas Pratt 

1 . Mary Laura Magdalene (MISSEY) Pratt's home where she lived after she moved back to 
Bourbon and before her death in 1 938. Located on JJ highway, aka Spruce Street, she lay in 
state while neighbors and friends paid their condolences to the Pratt family. 
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2. At the corner of Walnut Street and Blue Springs Road was the house Judge James Millard 
Johnson Sr. house built in 1892 where Lum's wife; Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) was born and 
where she grew up and lived after her marriage to Columbus Pratt in 1919. 

3. At the corner of Cedar and Watkins Street was the house that Rue's grandparents' William 
and Harriet (KING) Barton built. William and Harriet lived near Vilander and moved after the 

1 880 census and before 1 884 when daughter; Mary Jane Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) was 
married to Judge James Millard Johnson. 

4. At the bend in the curve on Watkins Street was where Zachariah Alonzo "Lon" and Mary 
Alice (SELF) Barton lived. After the death of his parents in 1 920 and 1 922, Lon inherited his 
parent's home and later rented their home to Columbus and Rue Pratt family for $6 a month 
rent. 

5. Behind the Pentecostal Church on Walton Street on the left lived Virgil Ranson and Eula 
Viola (RICHARDSON) Pratt family across from his sister-in-law; widowed Rue Flavilla 
(JOHNSON) Pratt. 

6. Behind the Pentecostal Church on Walton Street on the right lived widowed Rue Flavilla 
(JOHNSON) Pratt and across from her home lived her brother-in-law; Virgil Ranson and Eula 
Viola (RICHARDSON) Pratt family. I used to visit her in the 1 950's with my family and in her 
front yard she had a large Mulberry tree right next to the railroad tracks. I used to climb that 
tree in my church clothes to get at those sweet Mulberries to the chagrin of my mother. 

7. On Walnut Street stood the old Pentecostal Church that Grandmother Rue and other 
friends and family attended. After the main church services, I would go next door to Great 
Uncle Charles "Charlie" Thomas and Great Aunt Joy Mildred (JOHNSON) Record's home 
and in their living room they would hold Sunday School classes for my age group. 

8. At the corner of Walnut Street and Highway JJ, my Dad; Floyd Theodore Pratt cut grass 
for 25$. 

9. On College Street was the Bourbon School House that the Columbus and Rue Pratt 
children attended. 

10. North of old highway 66, Uncle Chester Milford and Aunt Mary Edith (PRATT) Skaggs 
built a new modern ranch style home. Next to their home and driveway was a strip of land 
wide enough for a mobile home they placed there for Grandmother Rue to live in thel 960's. 
When I bought a Polaroid Camera in the 1 970's, I took a picture of Grandmother Rue when 
she lived there at that mobile home. She was eating a sandwich. 

1 1 . On Chestnut Street by Essman Road Dad says Great Uncle Charles "Charlie" Thomas 
and Great Aunt Joy Mildred (JOHNSON) Record built a home. I don't recall ever being there 
so I cannot give you a description or when they built the home. 
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12. The Essman Farm, unknown what significance this played in Dad's life. 

1 3. This is the location of Dan Rohrer's home. Since Dad felt it was important to list his home 
then I have included the following article written about him from the book, " Bourbon, 
Missouri A Picture History of a Small Town " 1 988 by Emma Jane Dunn and Alice Ruth 
(CRAWFORD) Bremer

21 . Is the location of Bourbon's Railroad Depot. 

22. Bourbon Cemetery where Lum and Rue and daughter, Nadine are buried with many 
family and friends. 

23. The location of the Bourbon water trough where dad watered their cow "Jersey". 

24. Roedemeier's Standard Service Station

The Roedemeier Standard Service Station on Highway 
66 was built by Elzic and Jesse Soudcrs in 1925. They sold 
it to Oscar Roedemeier who ran it for more than 40 years. It 
was a Greyhound bus stop, garage and for a time, an auto- 
mobile dealership as well as a place to buy gasoline and oil. 
Kermit Roedemeier joined his father in the business in 
1951. 

When Interstate 44 replaced Old 66, there was to be only 
one access at Highway C 3/4 mile west so the old Standard 
Station was closed. Kermit Roedemeier operated a staion at 
the new overpass for a short lime. 

Don Dillon began working in the garage in 1954, and 
took over the repair business in 1963. In 1969 he build his 
auto repair business on Old Springfield Road west of town.

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End of The Pratt Chronicles Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt 

Born to poor parents, father; Henry Winslow Pratt descended from Cherokee ancestry of 
Monroe County, Tennessee, Lum's grandfather Alexander R. "Alex" Pratt forced from his 
Tennessee home at the age of 8 walked the "Trail of Tears" to Missouri. 

Alexander's parents; Henry and Nancy (CARTER) Pratt arriving in Crawford County, 
Missouri in March of 1839, 'jumped" the "Trail of Tears" hiding in the hills of Richwoods 
Township in Washington County, Missouri by the 1 840 census. 

Connecting with family and friends and relocating to what is now called Hamilton Hollow in 
Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri. Henry and Nancy building a log cabin in 
what is now called Hamilton Hollow above what would be later named Pratt Cave and Pratt 
Spring. 

Raising a family of at least 1 1 children, in and around Hamilton Hollow, Henry and Nancy 
Pratt's son, Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt married into the prominent Rinard E. and Frances Jane 
(PETERS) Kimberlin family of Washington County, Missouri. 

Rinard E. Kimberlin having compassion for the Pratt family helped Alexander and daughter; 
Mary (KIMBERLIN) Pratt secure property and status contrary to the laws of the US 
Government. 

Alexander using his labor and wits bought and sold property in Crawford and Washington 
Counties amassing wealth and status within the community. 

Alexander's son; Henry Winslow Pratt, taught the skill of hewing railroad ties and mining 
staves from the local forests, earned a living as a woodsman. 

Winslow marrying the highly educated daughter; Mary Laura Magdalene (MISSEY) in 1893, 
of successful businessman; Columbus Frank and Cynthia (TALBOT) Missey family of 
Johnson Township, Washington County, Missouri. 

Raising a large family of at least 8 children, Win and Laura's oldest son, and the subject of 
this book, Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt lived in and around the Washington and 
Crawford Counties of Missouri most of his life. 

Lum marrying the highly educated daughter; Rue Flavilla (JOHNSON) of prominent Judge 
James Millard and Mary Jane Theodosia "Dosia" (BARTON) Johnson family of Bourbon, 
Missouri in 1919. 

Working in the trade that his family had been engaged for the last 1 00 years, Lum 
supplemented his income learning a new trade and skill... stone masonry. 
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Building some of the most beautiful retaining walls, silo's, barns, fireplaces and homes out of 
the local natural rock, Lum Pratt has left his mark on Bourbon and the surrounding 
community. 

Lum and Rue raising at least 6 children all of whom has contributed to their communities and 
blessed with 14 grandchildren of which I am the eldest. 

Using the C2G profile as a guideline, I was able to write a comprehensive biography on my 
beloved Grandfather Columbus Benjamin Alexander Pratt enhanced with pictures, maps and 
mementoes into a book comprising of over 160 pages.

2. In your research efforts, if you are able to advance the research, then reciprocate by 
sharing your research information with the compiler. 

3. Use the information you receive as a starting point for your research of your families. 

4. If you decide to use information you have received, in a book, document or research 
material, be sure to acknowledge the author or compiler of that material. 

5. All inquiries by third parties for a copy of the material should be forwarded to the original 
compiler or author for written permission. 

6. Do not loan or share your information, family heirlooms, special documents, one of a 
kind, pictures, or irreplaceable materials to non-professional researches or family 
members. These types of materials seem to disappear or become damaged. 

7. Make copies of important documents or materials when at libraries and be sure to write 
the name of the book, source, letter or film with the author's name and page number and 
year of publication. 

8. Genealogy work that is not documented is of little value. Remember, you are leaving a 
trail for those who follow. If future researchers have to verify your work, then of what 
value is your work? 

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

10. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from interested 
family members. 



Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was 
acquired over years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising 
families, working for income, and surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND 
spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their ancestors. This pursuit required great 
sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual locations to view the 
marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by 
doing so, you give respect to their work and honor to their memory. Thank You.
